Second Jolt Administered To 
Administration. 


CITY FAVORED TECHNICALLY. 


Another jolt was meted out to the City 
Attorney yesterday In connection with the 
efforts of the oily Republican Administra¬ 
tion to collect from J. Hunter Ross. 
Democratic City Bond Recorder, moneys 
he Is said to have received and retained 
over and above what the law allows him 
The first Jolt came when the same action 
was thrown out of Hi* Franklin Circuit 
Court. In which the City Attorney had 
elected to prosecute.’because, in the views 
of that court. It was without Jurisdiction. 
Judge Kirby*! ruling knocks the action 
to the head, although, on technical 
ground*, the plaintiff ir«mi to have the 
advantage. Judge Kirby overruling the 
demurrer of the defendant. 

In his opinion on the rase Judge Klrbv 
holds Unit the law regulating the off!*-.- 
and the acta of the Bond Recorder only 
provide* for a settlement with the city 
at the end of his term of office. The stat¬ 
ute itself is ambiguous, he says, but has 
uniformly been construed to mean or di¬ 
rect that the ttalnry of the Bond Recorder 
shall be 14.000 each year, and that thl* 
he collects out .of the fees of his office, 
returning the balance showed to be du* 
by his books to the city at the end of 
hi* term of office. Since Mr. Ross goes 
out of offlre in a few months and since 
th- municipal authorities have made no 
attempt to correct a statute which hut* 
been on the books since 1893. Judge Kirby 
holds that It would be moat unfair to 
compel Mr Rose to go to the expense of 
making two settlements in such a short 
interval*

The text of Judge Kirby** opinion fol¬ 
low* : 

"The statute creating the office of Bond 
Recorder for cities of the first class Is 
very ambiguous In many respects, par¬ 
ticularly as to the salary to be paid that 
officer, and the time he shall settle and 
pay over to the city the funds received 
by him in excess of salaries and expenses. 
Indeed, as to the time when he shall set¬ 
tle the statute is wholly silent. The 
statute was enacted In 1693. and since that 
time neither the city by ordinance ncr 
the Commonwealth by statute has ever 
attempted to regulate or prescribe the 
time for the officer to settle. 

It Is urged by counsel for defendant 
that the municipal officers who have been 
rnargod with the duty of construing this 
statute have, for the past sixteen yenrs. 
uniformly construed it to mean that the 
Bond Recorder was to receiv# as his 
compensation HW' per yrigr out of the 
foe* received by him. and should settle 
for the excess of fees over salaries and 
expenses at the end of his tern* of office. 
• • • 

How Legal Lights Decided. 

"It Is urged that since th© adoption of 
the statute the City Attorney’s office has 
been presided over by such dtxttngutshed 
men as Judge Henry 9. Barker, now of 
the Court of Appeals; by the Hon. Henry 
b Stone, now general counsel for the 
Ix>ulsvilie and Nashville Railroad Com¬ 
pany. and by Judge A E Richards, and 
that during the administration of at least 
two of these* distinguished gentlemen the 
law department of the city, upon appli¬ 
cation. rendered written opinions in ac¬ 
cordance with defendant** contention. 

"A similar question arose In the case 
of Barbour vs. cit^* of Louisville, S3 Ky. 
96. and Judge Holt, writing for the court, 
said: 

* 4 *The fines cf the Jefferson Circuit 
Court amount annually to thousands of 
dollars. This act became operatve on 
March 29. 1X82. and yet the dty never 
asserted claim to them until 1&85. Con¬ 
temporaneous construction by those pro¬ 
curing an act la to be regarded contem- 
poranta exposltis est fortlsslma in lege, 
and usnge under a law. by those claiming 
a right under It. is oftener a safe inter¬

Aldrich Is slowly, but surely, pushing 
through the Senate. The Hoosier 
statesman has a seat on the same row 
and only two removed from the Re¬ 
publican leader, and of late It U no¬ 
ticed that Mr. Beveridge has been go¬ 
ing for certain things In the measure 
In such vigorous fashion that Mr. Al¬ 
drich at times gets decidedly out of 
patience. 

To-day. during a dTlcuaslon over the 
paragraph heavily Incroaslng the duty 
on barley, Mr. Beveridge had the Re¬ 
publicans so worked up that a half 
dozen were trying to lock home with 
him at the same time. The Indiana 
man seemed to greatly enjoy the tilt, 
and he did not mince words In what 
he had to say, but Jila argument failed 
to make any Impression on the Re¬ 
publican side of the chamber. 

Several of the Republican progres¬ 
sives, who have been steadily oppos¬ 
ing the Republican members of the Fi¬ 
nance Committee, weakened when It 
came to barley. This cereal Is pro¬ 
duced In their States, and the brewery 
Interests are not great within the same, 
so they made up their minds it would | 
be a good opportunity to cast a vote 
that would be pleasing to farmers en¬ 
gaged in raising this grain.

Germany Impertinent. 


Senator Aldrich denounced as “Im¬ 
pertinent" the efforts of the German 
Government to Influence American tar¬ 
iff legislation by supplying anonymous 
Information as to wages paid German 
workmen. His characterization fol¬ 
lowed a statement by Senator Depew 
intimating that German manufacturers 
were striving to Influence Congress 
through the German Government and 
American Importers of German goods. 

Mr. Depew spoke of the Importance 
of the business before Congress, and 
asserted that It was purely an Amer¬ 
ican question. 

“Yet/* he said, “we find that foreign 
Governments are entering tbe Senate 
chamber tor the obstruction of legisla¬ 
tion for which the President has called 
an extra session/' 

Stating that on International ques¬ 
tion was Involved. Mr. Depew said the 
publication of 'the confidential docu¬ 
ment would be as serious a matter as 
ever had arisen between the United 
States and a foreign Government. Con¬ 
tinuing, the New York Senator said; 

“I am told that Prince von Buelow 
has sent to this Government an anony¬ 
mous statement so In detail that it 
has gone even Into the question of 
razors. Then I am told that It has 
been put by the German Government 
Into the hands of Importers, and they 
have put It Into tho hands of Senators 
with free-trade tendencies. The ques¬ 
tion Is one which arises far above that 
of political party, as the information 
was sent to the State Department un¬ 
der the seal of the German Govern¬ 
ment/*

of the Increase of the barley duty was 
greater even than he expected. The 
Democrats solidly opposed the raise, 
but that made no show, the Finance 
Committee coming out twenty votes 
ahead. • 

When the Payne bill was before the 
House there was a big fight over the 
barley question, and It tangled up a 
number of the Republicans, Including 
Chairman Tawney, of the Appropria¬ 
tions Committee. He was accused by 
his party associates with Inconsistency 
because he stoutly contended for free 
lumber, and right afterward endeav¬ 
ored to have a heavy duty Imposed on 
barley. 

• • • 

Kentucky Senators Clash. 


There was an incident In the Senate 
which shows how watchful Senators 
have to be. even In a body which al¬ 
lows such latitude for debate. The dis¬ 
cussion over the barley paragraph had 
ended and the vote was taken. Then 
some Immaterial committee amend¬ 
ments were reported and adopted with¬ 
out any talk or demand for a rollon 11 . 
The reading clerk was rushing mat¬ 
ter*. and before Senutors knew it nn 
amendment brought In bv Senator Al¬ 
drich had been passed placing a duty 
of three dollars n ton on bn*>m corn. 
Senator Paynter wanted it reconsid¬ 
ered. as he had something to snv on 
the subject, and was about to spring n 
letter from a Kentucky constituent 
charging that this proposed duty was 


The reply of the President to a Sen¬ 
ate resolution calling for a statement 
of the German Government as to wages 
In Germany proved the signal for this 
animated discussion as soon as the 
8 enate assembled to-day. The Presi¬ 
dent stated In his letter of transmissal 
that the document In question had been 
sent to the Committee on Finance April 
13. 

Senator Nelson, going to the desk of 
the Vice President, took the President’s 
brief message, and as he held It In his 
hand asked that the statement referred 
to be primed as a Senate document 
“I am surprised," said Mr. Nelson, 
“that the Finance Committee has with¬ 
held that report/*

Aldrich Has His Say. 

“I have made some* Investigation as 
to the character of that report," replied 
Mr. Aldrich, "and I find that It consists 
of statements by certain boards of 
trade of Germany transmitting anony¬ 
mous statements of German exporters 
In answer to testimony taken before 
the House Committee on Ways and 
Means. 

"I assume that this Is the first time 
in the history of our country that a 
foreign Government has undertaken to 
send through diplomatic channels to 
the United States anonymous testi¬ 
mony of manufacturers in answer to 
statements made before a committee of 
Congress. I am quite willing that this 
document should be printed/* 

Mr. Tillman expressed the f ar that 
tho comments on th*> German Govern¬ 
ment might not be graciously received 
by that Government. 

^*lf we asked for something and got 
somrthing we did not want, (hat is an¬ 
other thing; but we should be fair to 
those people.” said he 

Mr. Carter was commenting on the 
propriety of printing communications 
of foreign Governments when a me— 
sage arrived from the President.

Confidential Information. 


The President stated that the docu 
ment has “this day" been returned to 
the State Department by the Commit¬ 
tee on Flnar.ce, and stated that “tnis 
document wa*s obtained on the under 
et and I rig that the names of manufac¬ 
turers tvere to be held confidential, and 
that the information furnished will not 
be made the basis of administrative 
action." 

“Further discussion with reference to 
this report/* said Mr. Carter, relin¬ 
quishing the floor, and smiling, “may 
well be postponed until the document 
Itself la printed." 

The President’s message was referred 
to the Committee on Finance. Mr. Al¬ 
drich remarking that he would have 
the German report translated at once 
and printed. 

• • • 

Duty On Barley. 


The duty on barley was involved In 
the first section of the tariff bill con¬ 
sidered by the Senate to-day. Senator 
Root spoke against an Increase of this 
duty from twenty-five to thirty cents 
per busheL He believed that thirty 
cents was more than a protective duty. 

Mr. Beveridge declared that he would 
vote against the Increase, while Sena¬ 
tor Aldrich upheld the action of the 
committee in Increasing the House rate. 
After further discussion the Senate 
amendment was adopted by a vote of 
48 to 28. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Du¬ 
pont increasing the duty on potatoes 
from twenty-five cents to forty-five 
coots per bushel of sixty pounds, was 
adopted 

The McCumber amendment, redraft¬ 
ing the paragraph covering flowers and 
bulbs and substituting specific rates for 
ad valorem duties was agreed to. * 

Fish Schedule Amended. 


The fish schedule was further amend¬ 
ed by placing a duty of twenty-five 
cents ad valorem on oysters in the 
shell, which was suggested by Senator 
Piles, of Washington, in whose State 
the bivalve has been of Importance 
commercially, and Is In competition 
with the oyster north of the American 
boundary. 

Eels or smelts fresh or frozen are alw> 
taxed one cent per pound. Senator 
Hale entered a motion to reconsider 
the paragraph placing a duty on cab¬ 
bage*. which will leave that subject 
open for future consideration.

ORPHAN KIDS 


Dickinson Says It Is Only Way To 
Reduce Military Estimates. 

Washington. May 29—Secretary 
Dickinson said to day that in accord¬ 
ance with the specific instructions of 
the President, the estimates for the 
military establishment for tho fiscal 
year 1911 would be 920,000,000 less than 
the appropriations for the fiscal year 
1910. He explained that It was im¬ 
possible to mcke any reduction In the 
pay of the army or In the expenses for 
feeding and transporting the officers 
and troops or in providing forage for 
horses and mules, or. In fact. In any 
of the regular expenditures f r the 
maintenance of the purely military es¬ 
tablishment. 

Consequently it would be necessary 
he said, to confine the reduction of ex¬ 
penses Almost entirely to public works. 
Including river and harbor works, for¬ 
tifications and barracks and other 
buildings under the Quartermaster's 
department It was pointed out that 
tbe only way the estimate* can be re¬ 
duced to the desired figure H by tho 
omtsdon of estimates for projects and 
new work of all kinds and confining 
the estlmotcs to the bore maintenance 
of the establishment. 

It waa explained that the effect of 
such a policy would be to drltiy the 
completion of many public Improve¬ 
ments now under way. Secretary 
Dickinson stated that the mitt r *as 
not finally settled, and was still t.ie 
fcubjoct of consideration by him elf. 
A«*iatant Secretary Oliver and the 
chiefs of the bureaus.

A few minutes before 2 o'clock In the 
vicinity of Broadway and Third ave¬ 
nue the 110 motor cars were assembled.

MANY CAN LINES 
TIED UP BY STRIKE. 


PHILADELPHIA RAPID TRANSIT 
COMPANY ADMITS 2,000 
tvtf.TM HAVE QUIT. 


Philadelphia, Pa-. May 29. The 
strike inaugurated to-day by the con¬ 
ductors and motor-men of the Philadel¬ 
phia Rapid Transit Company became 
serious to-night when street-car service 
in some sections of the city was sus¬ 
pended and in other parts greatly cur¬ 
tailed. Tills was brought about by 
gains made late in the day by the 
strikers and by the withdrawal of cars 
from several lines running to the sub¬ 
urbs. The sections most affected by the 
suspension are West Philadelphia, 
Fra/ikford, in the northeastern section 
of tho city, and the outlying district in 
the northwestern section. The central 
part of the city was considerably affect¬ 
ed to-night, the sendee being greatly 
curtailed. 

Reports as to the number of men 
who went on strike conflict, but the 
company admitted that about 2,000 of 
the 6,600 . men had quit work. The 
strikers disputed this and doclare that 
a greater number of men are out. 

Director of Public Safe 
ty, to-night said: “We have the situ 
at Ion under control with the saloons 
closed and 500 extra policemen gathered 
from the ranks of the city firemen and 


private watchmen. I am satisfied we 
can. give the citizens and private prop¬

Miss Host’s Report, 


There were present many experts and 
some of the men and women who are 
working for the most Important movement 
no . w *:2 ncernin £ Americans, namely, the 
scientific, systematic planning for the fu¬ 
ture development of our towns and cities, 
runaa men tally, this means the conserva¬ 
tion of our most Important natural re¬ 
source, the city’s physical assets and hu- 
man .well being. It means so shaping 
the physical city that It may most com¬ 
fortably profitably, economically and 
beautifully perforin Its work and so save 
“P,®* *^ r «hgth and money for its citizens, 
while t makes for their health, freedom 
and pleasure. City planning does not 
mean that beauty which some call luxury; 
primarily. It does not mean, as many 
think, flower beds and placing fountains 
and statues—it means something more 
than the foundations of a 
building—ilt means a planning of streets, 
car lines and railroads in such a way 
that citizens may be taken most cheaply, 
Mulrkly -and comfortably to their various 
destinations; It means the consecration 
of certain districts for specific uses, the 
grouping of public and semi-public build¬ 
ings about ctvlc centers (again for rea¬ 
sons of pconomy, convenience and beau¬ 
ty); it means locating factories so that 
they may be convenient to railroads, vet 
nc !ti ' v *} er <; their bustle, dirt and odors

regulating building laws so that the work¬ 
ingmen and women in factories shall have 
abundant suo and air and nearby parks 
and recreation grounds: It means setting 
apart grounds for the homes of factory 
people (within a 5-cent car fare), and by 
legislation so restricting taxes and build¬ 
ing laws that it Is possible for each fam¬ 
ily to have its own home, so avoiding 
tenement-house or even apartment-house 
living with their consequent physical and 
moral evils; It means setting apart other 
districts for certain specified classes of 
building. 

• • • 

Streets of Different Widths. 


With this in view, the street* are of 
different widths, of different lengths and 
of different directions—the narrower ones, 
running north and south, in crowdod dis¬ 
tricts. because the streets running east 
and west receive less sun and must, there¬ 
fore. be wider; It means careful!v regu- 
laUng building laws in the wide resi¬ 
dential districts so that when such prop¬ 
erty comes Into use for business purposes 
the streets and sidewalks may be easily 
widened, Such a law should have oper¬ 
ated within the last five years on Fourth 
avenue, between Walnut and Yntk streets. 

By way ofSllustratlng how Ilttlo relation 
some of the streets have to the plan of 
the city, consider the Custom, now com¬ 
mon, of allowing real estate owners to 
cut up any piece of suburban property 
lay It out with streets on a plan which 
has no relation to the general plan of 
the city. The sole end In view' being to 
make quick and profitable sales The 
lots are generally planned for small In¬ 
expensive houses, even though they may 
be Adjacent to public grounds. It may be 
readily concluded from all this that ono 
result of a city plan and tho establish¬ 
ment of such laws as would make It 
effective would be to give certain stability 
to real estate values and a guarantee 
of the full life for buildings. When they 
are planned for a specific purpose they 
will be placed In the localities set apart 
for such purposes, therefore the charac¬ 
ter of tho locality will not change as 
they do now' and result In the Oaler-like 
destruction of good buildings in middle 
life. 

Even looking at a few' of the tremen¬ 
dous advantages gained bv a compre¬ 
hensive city plan, it must be evident 
to nil that we need such a plan for Lou¬ 
isville. Not that Louisville is a » bad as 
Manchester, w’here a distinguished vis¬ 
itor sAld that ho could forgive.the people 
of Manchester for getting drunk, because 
It WHS the easiest way of Retting out of 
Manchester—but Louisville does show a 
lack of plan and suffers from lack of 
regulation and devedopment. 

Witness the plan of the streets the 
variety of our car ajid railroad stations 
the destruction of the bluffs on the river 
front, placing of the Public Library at 
tho lowest point on Fourth avenue, on 
the narrowest cross street, facing an 
alley, and the shameful way tho city 
turns her back on the river. 

Most of our public butldlngs have gone 
up without a w'ord of protest or sugges¬ 
tion from the citizens as to location or 
design, and of some of them It can be 
said-that there is only one criticism to 
make—namely, that they are fireproof 
Wo have exercised so fow regulations of 
condemning old. dilapidated buildings and 
preventing overcrowding that, especially 
In the bouses for colored people, there 
may be found the germs of many dis¬ 
eases. particularly tuberculosis, snil ft Is 
In *uch places that our family washing 
Is often done, Just ns our ready-made 
clothes arc done In worse houses in New 
York. 

• • • 

Need a City Plan, 


If we had a city plan Louisville would 
not taper off down at the river front in 
nn apparent desire to drown herself into 
the Ohio Instead, she would herald tlmrc 
the peculiar physical characteristic of the 
Falls City by building a beautiful -s- 
plnnade, station and water gate. A like 
severe criticism may be made of our 
neglect and use of the beautiful Beargrass 
Creek. Its hanks have been used far a 
dumping ground and Its streams polluted 
bv the sewerage from the slaughter¬ 
house. True, It has a trick of overflowing, 
but why not direct that overflow into 
the low. useless bottom lands and make 
& Ifi k© ? 

We have never had a really scientific 
consideration given to the direction of 
our streets aud car lines. If we had, 
then we would not, for Instance, have to 
go around two sides of a triangle, per¬ 
haps pay two car fares, to get from our 
public library to the courthouse, or the 
station, or the cathedrals, or the Inter- 
urban stations. If wo had a beautiful 
center at Fourth avenue nnd Broadway, 
or Fourth avenue and York street, with 
radiating streets, we could save Just half 
the time and strength nnd money. 

We have not demanded that all our 
wires be burled In a common conduit so 
our tree* have been electrocuted, and 
Louisville’s hot streets In summer are 
mostlv without shade. Wo have not put 
into execution (ns I learned Cleveland 
has done) some regulations, so those who 
live near to Louisville's smoky heart have 
their buildings, clothes, pictures and 
book* ruined—again at great expense of 
time and strength and money. 

Now I learned at the conference that 
Washington. Cleveland, Buffalo. Detroit. 
Habeas City. Seattle, Grand Rapids and 
many other cities and towns are over¬ 
coming all such defects by having made 
for them by experts city plans. Cleve¬ 
land reported that beside her new street 
work and the ptvblle baths established, 
she is building a wonderful group of 
buildings on the lake front, beginning 
with a railroad station. These buildings 
are being grouped around a larg open 
space and the city is gradually buying 
up the land for this mall. This work 
has been accomplished through the effort#

What Others Are Doing. 

Chicago Is executing a magnificent plan 
by Burnham, who made the iftst beauti¬ 
fully planned city in America—the daz¬ 
zling white city of the World’s Fair. 
Kansas City reports that through a plan 
made by Mr. Kesler a beautiful city has 
been evolved from what seemed a hope¬ 
lessly ugly Western town. Harrisburg 
has been redeemed. Boston reported that 
a gigantic plan of transportation has been 
made so as to relate all the commercial 
and educational centers of Boston. Los 
Angeles, Denver and St. Louis all em¬ 
phasized the tremendous advantage 
gained, commercially, economically, aes¬ 
thetically and educationally, by following 
even for these few years their city plant*. 
The actual gain to a Nty was frequently 
Illustrated. For instance, London s great 
Klngway, a street recently bum irom 
Hoi bora to the Strand, cost the nafion six 
million pounds, or thirty million dollars. 
They resold some of the abutting proper¬ 
ty, acquired by condemnation, for twenty- 
two million dollars. The rentals from the 
remaining land more than paid the Inter¬ 
est on the balance, so that London is 
richer by a beautiful needed thoroughfare 
and nn Increased Income. These figures 
uro not absolutely correct, but they are 
a little less rather than more than the 
correct ones. T feel tempted here to ro- 
peat a story given by a lecturer ia4t 
week, who told of the woman with heart 
trouble who wns ordered by the physician 
to lie ori her right side. After making a 
feeble attempt for n few nights she said 
timber husband: "John, do you think It 
necessary for me to lie on my right side. 
"No. dear. It la never necessary to He 
on the right side; I only lie on the wrong 
side." “ . , . 

A City’s Individuality. 

A report was made or the improvements 
of the city of Washington, but that story 
you all know, how President Roosevelt 
appointed a commission of twelve, ten 
men and two women, to employ experts 
to replan and improve the city; how this 
commission, after carefully studying the 
plans suggested, finally adopted the old 
plans, made by President Washington and 
L'Fonte. moro than a hundred years ago, 
and sixty years before Baron Haussman 
planned the beautiful citv of Paris. 

In another paper suggestions wore made 
on the Importance of developing ft city s 
Individuality, such as emphasizing her 
peculiar physical characteristics, pre¬ 
serving beautv of its bluff*, developing a 
river front beautifying the banks of any 
small streams, giving names to the streets 
and squares which suggest local history 
and the names of great citizens, stimulat¬ 
ing hero worship, making streets and 
cities more Individual, and finally con¬ 
tradicting Ambassador Bryces criticism 
that "all American cities look more or 
less alike." 

There were other papers read, one a 
most scholarly one by Mr. AImsjted on 
citv planning abroad, which he claims is 
much more scientific than ours. In many 
of the German towns the building laws 
of streets and houses are based on such 
scientific considerations that the width. 


the erection and length of the street, the 
width and height of butldlngs, the size of 
courts mum edl be planned so as to pro¬ 
vide a definite amount of sun and air. 

The other subjects treated I have cov¬ 
ered In a general way. I hope that I 
have reported enough to make everyone 
see the pressing need and long-sighted 
wisdom of Louisville having a city plan 
made by experts who have had train¬ 
ing and experience in other cities, who 
corns to us from tho outside with fresh 
vision undullod by intimate acquaintance 
and absolutely distlnterested motives and 
no axes to grind. 1 

Now. do not let our good Intentions 
stop with our fine emotions. The city 
would gain nothing ami It would be bad 
for u*. for emotion without action is fa¬ 
tal. William James says when you leave 
the opera full of fine emotions go home 
and do something—If it Is only to speak 
kindly to your aunt 
City planning means eerlous thoughtful¬ 
ness and vigorous activity. It seems to 
me the duty of every man. woman and 
child in Louisville to give it support. 

• • • 

All Should Join League. 


I think that every citizen should join 
♦he league and subscribe for its w f ork. 
The prelimj/ary work will cost ..some¬ 
thing, a good many thousand dollars. The 
President Will appoint a commission of 
twelve citizens representing the city offi¬ 
cials, different commercial Interests, dif¬ 
ferent Improvement sections. This com¬ 
mission will employ experts, perhaps two 
or three, to come and look the situa¬ 
tion over. These experts will confer wltn 
the commission, talk with the heads of 
different city departments, confer with 
different committees trying to locate new 
church buildings, as well as tax commis¬ 
sioners. These men will try to foel the 
pulse of the city. They will find out 
from all what we wont and what is pos¬ 
sible. Then they will think the matter 
over and make a preliminary report. 
This report* will be published and open 
to the citizens for criticism and sug¬ 
gestions. Then it would be modified. For 
this service the experts would charge 
$500 each. Besides that we would have 
to have a room at the top of some high 
building where a view might be had of 
the entire city. Then we would have to 
have a paid secretary, to give his entire 
time to the matter. He would keep on 
file maps of the city, thoroughly inform 
himself of the city's history, know ex¬ 
actly what has been done, what is being 
contemplated and what Is possible of ac¬ 
complishment; talk with the people, visit 
other places that are doing tho same 
work and keep the experts Informed as 
to all of these matters. 

When we have such plans which will 
be reasonable ar.d compelling and when 
w’e have back of them the support of the 
community we will find the city ready to 
rntike the laws and supply the mean* for 
the fuller and more detailed plans from 
the experts, ar.d such a plan will do ac¬ 
cepted as a guide by the city'* authori¬ 
ties for the future development of the 
city for years to come. ,

We would 
gain by It and save by It. We would 
gain In commerce and In real estate val¬ 
ues. We would gain In orderliness, har¬ 
mony and duty. We would save by 
building more permanently etreeiB. city 
Improvements and buildings, developing 
tho city according to a definite, logical 
plan where all parts are relaied and wo 
would not need to spend half so much 
on remedial work. We would have few¬ 
er patients in our hospitals and tuber¬ 
culosis shacks, fewer Inmates In our 
almshouse, leas cleaning up for the Out¬ 
door League, less work for the Juvenile 
Courts, fewer accidents and leas drunk¬ 
enness; so you who hav* all these In¬ 
terests at heart can best serve them by 
helping to prevent them in woiking for 
the great fundamental need, a city plan. 

Let us all agree to vote—no, that Is a 
Ilttlo previous, besides, I do not see tim 
necessity for woman's suffrage, so I will 
say let us have elected and appointed thoso 
men who will help us to carry out this 
great project for the betterment of Lou¬ 
isville.

FAILURE FINANCIALLY. 


Wants To Sell Out—Seeks Municipal 
Consent—Holders of Securities 
Lose Heavily. 


Columbus, Ga., (Special.)—The Columbus Automatic Telephone Company 
petitioned the City Council for permission to surrender Its franchise and sell its 
physical assets to tho Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

The company has been operating an exchange here since 1903, and has 900 
subscribers. Its attorneys stated to Council to-night that the enterprise had not 
been a financial success, and that the bondholders would foreclose unless a sale 
of the company's assets ifc made and some kind of settlement of its debts Is had. 

The Southern Bell Company agrees to pay the,company $50,000 for Its poles, 
conduits, wires, etc., which will give the bondholders 35 cents or 40 cents on the 
dollar. The stockholders will get nothing. City Council referred the matter 
to a committee. George B. Young, owning fifteen shares of stock, objects to the 
sale. The remaining 1. shares assent to the transfer. Tho company's stock 
issue la $130,000, and It Is bonded in a similar sum.

Want Opinions. 


Two Interesting questions were pre¬ 
sented tb-dav to the State Attorney 
General's department for opinions, one 
from the Auditor's department by Au¬ 
ditor James and the other by Insurance 
Commissioner Pell. Commissioner Bell 
wanted to know whether, under the 
Kentucky insurance laws, the insurance 
policy slot machines are legal. These 
machines which automatically Issue a 
policy for a certuip amount and for u 
certain length of time, are coming Into 
Kentucky, and a big Insurance company 
has written to Commissioner Bell, ask¬ 
ing If they are not prohibited by the 
Kentucky laws Assistant Attorney 
General Tom McGrc-gof will look Into 
the case. 

Auditor James wants some Informa¬ 
tion from the Attorney General in re¬ 
gard to construction of the Legislative 
act making an annual appropriation of 
140,000 to b« used for the payment of 
teachers, met by the two State normals. 
This act was approved by the Governor 
March. IStOO. mid the appropriation of 
13*),000 for each school wn* paid by tho 
State for that year. However, tho 
schools did not begin operation until the 
following January, and there Is a provi¬ 
sion In the appropriation act to the 
effect that-the appropriation shall not 
become available until the svhools are 
equipped and In operation. Mr. James 
thinks that payment of the teachers' 
salary appropriation should not have 
begun until after January. 1907. and If 
he is sustained In this by the Attorney 
General, he will hold back on future 
payments, until the account Is squared.

The child, a xnanlv and sturdy little 
fellow, had started out about 11 o’clock 
this morning to deliver a small pack¬ 
age for his father, lie went down the 
alley to save time. When about fifty 
feet from Logan street tho two dogs, 
both large curs, rushed at him, knocked 
him down and began biting him about 
the legs, the boy protecting his fnee 
by cover!og It with his arms. Mrs. 
MclCce had started to the Crossfield 
store and being In a hurry went 
through the alley. She saw the dan¬ 
ger Of the hoy and promptly went to 
the rescue with her only, weapon, a 
light umbrella. She attacked the dogs 
with his and beat them off the pros¬ 
trate child. After driving oft the dogs 
Mrs. McKee helped the badly fright¬ 
ened boy to his father’s store, after 
which ho was taken to Dr. Williams* 
office.

PRESIDENT SEIZED IN ATTACK

Lima, Peru, May 29—A rising po¬ 
litical factions occurred here at 4:30 
o’clock this afternoon with the object 
of overthrowing the Government of 
President Legula. An attack was made 
upon the palace ond firing was heard 
In all rarta of the city. It I* reported 
that many are dead and wounded. 

Adherents of Augusto Durand, who 
wae concerned In the revolution at 
Choslcu, near Lima, in May. 1908, and 
I of IpaJa.M Plerola, also a notorious agi¬ 

tator, made an assault upon tl»e palace 
•nd eelxed President Legula. The 
array, however, remained loyal and 
come to his support. 

The revolutionists wero obliged to 
liberate the President, who immediate- 
\ ly took measures to put down the 
movement. Within an hour, although 
tiring was t,Vll heard in the streets, 
President Legula seemed to be ma.st*r 
of the situation. Many shots were ex¬ 
changed between tiie troops und the 
revolutionist!, and It is believed that 
the casualties will be heavy Cavalry 
is now on guard throughout the city. 

Augusto P Legula was elected to 
succeed Dr. Pardo as President of Peru 
on May 27. 1908 He hnd previously 
been Premier and Minister of Finance 
and Commerce, At one time Sonor Le¬ 
gula was mai aging dlirector of the 
British Sugar Estates, limited, a cor¬ 
poration which has many million dol¬ 
lars invested in Peru 
Augusto Durand headed a revolt! 
tton against President Pardo early in 
May of last year, but he was defeated 
by the Government forces at CetTO de 
Pasco. Durand made his escape, und 
it few months later wus organizing 
i another revolutionary movement at La 
Pax, Bolivia

TO HOLD MEETING IN LEXING¬ 
TON JUNE 2. 


OTATE HOLINESS ASSOCIATION 
CLOSES CONVENTION. 


OWENSBORO GETS NEXT MEET 


Lexington. Ky., May 29. — [Special ] 
—-The Lexington Commercial Club to¬ 
day received a letter from National 
Representative A. J. Mears. of Clove 
land. O.. of the National Association of 
Retail Grocers, stating that the officer* 
of the Kentucky AssHxMation of Retail 
Grocers will hold a meeting here on 
the evening of June 2 for the purpose 
of Incorporating the association and 
placing the organization on a firmer 
basis 

At this meeting a number of promi¬ 
nent buslncas men of this city and else¬ 
where wlU make addresses, utuui^ 


them being W. Horner, of Newport, 
vice president; Secretary C. P. Cook, 
of Paris, all of the National Associa¬ 
tion of Retail Grocers, the Hon. J E. 
Glenn, president of the Frankfort Re¬ 
tail Grocers* Association, and National 
Representative A. J. Mears, of Cleve¬ 
land. There are 369 retail grocers In 
Lexington, and It Is proposed to have 
all of these, members of the Commer¬ 
cial Club and retail grocers from 
neighboring cities present at the meet¬ 
ing. The plans for holding the con¬ 
vention in this city next year of the 
Kentucky Association of Retail Grocers 
will be discussed, and the work of pre¬ 
paring for the convention will be 
started.

Favor State-Wide Prohibition. 

At the session to-day of the Ken¬ 
tucky Holiness Association of the 
Methodist Church, a resolution was 
adopted pledging the association to the 
principle if universal temperance and 
Slate-wide prohibition, but declaring 
that the methods by which these shall 
be brought about must be “wise, suns 
and discreet." 

The subject of 8tate-\v1de prohibi¬

We will put the same ques¬ 
tions to him we have put to you peo¬ 
ple. We don't *ot> w*hy either Berea 
or Ecksteln-Norton would not be bettor 
locations than in our section, where 
there are practically no negroes, and 
w here wc ar»* not prepared to take care 
of the situation.”

The library maintains a branch office 
lust ofT the rotunda on the House eld** 
and another In the Senate wing, from 
wlvlch the Supreme Court, Scnato and 
House obtain the volumes they desire. 
Chief Justice Puller is a great reader, 
and hundreds of books on a great va¬ 
riety of subjects Aro sent to hit house 
every year. Justice Holmes Is a great 
student and reads much In French and 
German. Wing thus enabled to do con¬ 
siderable original research. 

In the Congressional Library are two 
handsome rooms, enormous apartments 
finished In mahogany, beautifully deco 
rated and furnished and forming the 
most magnificent suite In Washington. 
These rooms are set apart for the ex- 
elusive use of Senators and members of 
Congress, and, sad to say, they are little 
used and are deserted 23 hours out of the 
24 ' 

Senators. Congressmen, the President, 
members of the Supreme Court and Cabi¬ 
net and other high officials of the/Gov¬ 
ernment aro entitled to take books from 
the library, and thousands of Us vol¬ 
umes aro in constant circulation In tills 
way.

MEANS END OF INDEPENDENTS 


Post D. of the Travelers' Protective 
Association, put itself on record last 
night as being unequivocally opposed to 
tin* proposou free leaf amendment to 
the tariff bill now under discussion In 
the United States Senate. \ Immediately 
after the resolution was unalmously 
adopted telegrams were sent to Sena¬ 
tors Paynter and Bradley and all Con¬ 
gressmen from the State, urging them 
to do all In th«dr power to defeat the 
proposed amendment, as It wIII be of no 
real benetlt to th»* farmer, but will be 
a death blow to all the Independent to¬ 
bacco manufacturer* In tho country 
and w'lll do much toward damaging the 
business of the traveling salesmen In 
all sections of the country. It Is 
asserted. 

**\Vc are only following the action of 
the national * board of the Travelers' 
Protective Association In opposing the 
free leaf amendment." said Wood Ax- 
ton, member of Post D, and also a 
member of the Independent tobacco 
manufacturing Ann of Axton-Fisher 
Tobacco Company. “We contend that 
the amendment will not benefit the 
farmer, for he can sell his tobacco to¬ 
day In any quantity to anybody In the 
leaf, and he can do no more under the 
free leaf amendment should It become a 
law. It Is true he can not twist his to¬ 
bacco or put It In any manufactured 
form and sell It, without paying 6 cents 
a pound on the Government and being 
classed a* a manufacturer.

What Amendment Will Do. 


•’Here Is what the free leaf amend¬ 
ment will do. It will put a leaf dealer 
on the same footing with a manufac¬ 
turer without him paying the 6 cents 
tax or bring hubject to Government su¬ 
pervision. What I mcn/i by supervision 
is that any manufacturer must kc-cp 
records of purchase* and sales. The 
leaf dealer to-day nuii»t keep records, 
but under the free leaf amendment he 
would not have to keep any records and 
he could sell his tobacco purchased 
from the farmer In any quantity he de- 
sider and not pay the 6 cents tax. This 
would enable the grocer to trade gro¬ 
ceries for small quantities of tobacco 
and then sell the tobacco again to con¬ 
sumers without paying a tax or keeping 
any records. The leaf dealer under the 
proposed amendment simply becomes a 
competitor of the manufacturer without 
the restrictions or being subject to the 
C cents tax. 

"Of course. It will be asked why the 
Independent manufacturer and not the 
trust will be no badly hurt by the 
amendment. It Is this: Most all the 
brands of the trust ar»* sweetened to 
some- extent or have other substances 
than straight tobacco In them. The In¬ 
dependents have built up quite a trade 
on straight tobaccos put up In small 
quantities easily handled by the con¬ 
sumer. Nothing hut tobacco Is put up 
In straight good* packages, yet 6 cents 
a pound Is paid to the Government for 
the privilege of manufacturing tobacco 
this way. Now' you see the leaf dealer 
under the proposed amendment will be 
given an advantage over the ind. pchd- 
ent dealer for the reason that he can 
sell tobacco to the consumer In any 
quantity without paying anv tax or 
keeping any records of his business. 

"I will admit that It will Increase 
the Quantity of tobacco raised, for ev- 
tary farmer will endeavor to raise i 
small patch of tobacco so he can trade 
It to the corner grocer, but It wJU not 
Increase the consumption Thh» will 
make an overproduction and down will 
go prices. It would be Impossible to 
pool all these little patches.

May Run Independents Out. 


“It will not only burst the pooling 
business, hut will run flit* Independent* 
out of business. The rurmer will be 
more at the mercy of the trust than 
evrr. Many of the big farmers in Hen- 
denson. Davies and other counties are 
opposed to the amendment. The lead- 
el's In the tobacco societies are opposed 
to the measure. Now If It was such 
a good thing for the grower, why wmuld 
such men as Clarence LcBus and T. T. 
Barret He opposed to It? 

"Congressman John Wesley Gaines, 
of Tennessee, was the first man to In¬ 
troduce the free loaf tobacco bill In 
Congress, yet the first crack out of the 
box he was defeated for renomlnatlon. 
Montgomery’ county Tenn., one of the 
largest tobacco-growing counties In the 
United States, gave u big majority 
against Gaines when he was up for 
(-©nomination. 1 will admit that I am 
opposed to the amendment, because It 
will ruin my business. I would not 
care, though, if it would put tho leaf 
dealer on the ume bani* a» myself; 
that Is. pay the tax of 6 cents a pound 
on tobacco to the Government and keep 
records for the Government's benefit 
as I do."

OF BURLEY SOCIETY. 


CLARENCE LEBUS WILL STEP 
DOWN AT NEXT MEETING. 


SALARY FIXED NOT SUFFICIENT 
FOB HIS SERVICES. 


NEW POOL TO BE ORGANIZED. 


Lexington. Ky.. May 29.—(Special.]— 
CLuvnco Lobus, who led the fight of 
the Burley Tobacco 'Society* against 
the American Tobacco Company, which 
culminated In so signal a victory for 
th© society lam year, will, after the 
next meeing of the executive board, no 
longer be president of the soctety. Al¬ 
though it was denied at tho time, it 
la now kifbwn that Mr. Lcbus tendered 
his resignation at the mooting of the 
board last January immediately alter 
his salary had been fixed, at $3,000 a 
year, which he had promptly and indig¬ 
nantly pronounced a* wholly inadequate 
to the dignity and responsibility of the 
position of president. 

At that time Mr. Lobus refused to re¬ 
consider his resignation, but It was not 
accepted by the board and at the lat¬ 
ter's requiASt Mr. Lebus did not make 
the fact of bte having reigned public, 
os it was considered that th© ann*>unce- 
ment of the president's resignation 
would Indicate dlssentlons In the board, 
which would tx> prejudicial to closing 
up the old pool and starting a new one. 
The old pool will b© practically closed 
up by a general settlement of the ac¬ 
counts at the next meeting of the board 
and Mr. Let*us* resignation will then be 
accepted and a n**w president elected. 
It has not yet been decided exactly 
when this meeting kill be held, but It 
will probably be about the middle of 
June. 

Immediately following the closing of 
the old pool, a campaign to organise a 
new pool of hurley tobacco crop of 
this year will !>e begun, and th© lead¬ 
ers of the Hoclety are hopeful that It 
can be mad© a success. It is stated 
that President Lebus* tender of his 
rolgnatlon at th© meeting In January 
was of a decidedly dramatic charac¬ 
ter. When ha learned that th© presl- 
doot’s salary hud been fixed at only 
$5,000. It is said President Lebus took 
the floor and angrily denounced such 
niggardly compensation, declaring that 
ihe American Tobacco Company paid 
Its chief agent In Kentucky $10,000 a 
year for oppressing the farmer*, and 
tiuti ihe head -•! the society should 
certainly receive as much for protect¬ 
ing them, and wound up w*lth an em¬ 
phatic and final resignation. Since that 
time, it Is stated. Mr. Lebus, though 
attending the meetings of the board. 
h;»s not presided, always placing soma 
other member In the ©hair. While Mr. 
Lebus will retire from th© presidency, 
he will continue to act as a member 
of thy executive board and give his aid 
and counsel to the society. 

Th©r*» is already considerable quiet 
log-rolling among the members of the 
board by various candidates who de¬ 
sire to succoed President Lebus Claude 
Williams, member of the board from 
Woodford county, la tipped to win.

We 
thank Thee for Him who glorified 
our humanity by an unsullied 
life and a self-sacrificing death. 
Here In the silent city of the dead 
we recall with gratitude his re¬ 
assuring words "i am the res¬ 
urrection and the life, he that bc- 
lieveth In Me, though he weio 
dead, yet shall he live, and he that 
liveth and belleveth In Me shall 
never die.” We thank Thee for 
free salvation, for that rescue of 
ourselves, that redemption from 
the forces of evil that saves us 
for usefulness to our families, our

The hour set 
for holding the ceremonies was 4 o’clock, 
nnd by 3 o'clock stresms of people with 
loads of flowers had begun to pour Inio 
the entrance of Oaye Hill cemetery 8om« 
came In automobiles, others In vehicles of 
different kinds, while the bulk of the 
crowd reached Cave HIM by street car». 
At the foot of the slope where rest the 
Confederate dead In Cave Hill a platform 
had been erected for the speakers’ stand 
The crowd stretched Itself on the slop¬ 
ing hillside facing the stand The flowers 
had been brought In the early part of the 
afternoon and stacked up behind the plat¬ 
form 

But little time was wasted In prelimina¬ 
ries. There wra» no brass band to dlsrouse 
music, but there was the Confederate 
chqlr which sang several appropriate 
songs for the occasion. The exercises 
were held under the auspices of the 
George B. Enstln Camp. United Confeder¬ 
ate Veteran*, of Louisville, and Capt An¬ 
drew M Sea. commandant of the camp, 
was master of ceremonies. The orator 
of the day was W. Rogers Clay Com¬ 
missioner of th* Court of Appeals of Ken¬ 
tucky A conspicuous figure on the rtand 
woo CapL John Weller, who baa been in 


falling health for a year or more. Capt. 
Weller was greeted with much in‘husla-»m 
by his comrades of Ovorgc 13. Eaann 
Camp.

Groves Strewn With Flowers. 


The scene after the ceremonies wore 
over was a beautiful one Several hun¬ 
dred women, men and children took the 
flower* that had been donated for the 
occasion and strew them over the grave* 
of the Confederate dead. Before the cere¬ 
monies many women went to Eastern 
cemetery and decorated the graves of 
Confederate soldier* burled there Little 
children, unmindful probably of the sac- 
redness of the cause in which they were 
assisting In perpetuating It* memory, 
wer* as buoy as bees carrying flowers, 
chatting and taxing a good flrne. while 
many of the older one* were silently 
shedding tear* 

Prof William Marrlner. as has been 
Un ctuKom for year*, had charge of the 
decoration of the graves He ruu* been 
chairman of the committee on decorations 
for many years. He always does his work 
well and always has a corps of good As¬ 
sistants. The contributor of the largest 
amount of flowers was Mr*. R C. Ford, 
of M tddleeboro. Ky. She makes an 
annual contribution of flowers for the 
Confederate decoration day services in 
Louisville. She Is the daughter of the 
galkutt Federal officer. Gen. T T. Gar¬ 
rard. who served with distinction In the 
Civil War Gen. Garrard lived In Clay 
county and did much after the war to¬ 
ward softening the bitterness between the 
Confederate and Federal soldiers of Ken¬ 
tucky Mr*. Ford will continue to send 
flower* for the Decoration day services, 
so she writes to the committee.

Opened By Prayer. 


The exercises were opened with a mom 
fervent prayer by the Rev W W. Lan¬ 
drum. pastor of the Broadway Baptist 
church He mad* a moat fstrnest appeal 
for the perpetuation of the cause for 
which the Confederate soldier bled and 
died and at tire sime time gave thanks 
for the reunited country. 

W Rogers Clay followed with his ad¬ 
dress. which was replete with memories 
of the great struggle and with a prophecy 
that time would Anally give to the Con¬ 
federate soldier his Just dues He dwelt 
upon the loyalty of the younger genera¬ 
tions to the cause for which their fore¬ 
fathers fought. lie said that was evi¬ 
dence of Its fairness and of the sincerity 
with which the Confederates faced death 
for that which he thought was right Mr. 
Clay’s address wa* greatly appreciated 
by the veterans. "Tne Conquered Ban¬ 
ner.” a beautiful poem, was recited by 
the Rev T. M Hawes The speech of 
Mr. Clay In full is aa follows: 

• • • 

Mr. Clay's Address. 


Confederate veterans and ladles and gen¬ 
tlemen: Reared as 1 have been In a home 
where the Confederate button Is the Vic¬ 
torian Cross of the South, I deem It no 
small honor to be tnvlted by the George 
B. Eaatln Camp. United Confederate Vet¬ 
erans. to deliver an address upon this oc¬ 
casion The majority of those who have 
heretofore performed thla service ore 
sleeping with their comrades, and tributes 
to the Confederate dead are now frequent¬ 
ly spoken by a new' generation, who. 
though not so able to render such a serv¬ 
ice, render It with no less willingness and 
with no less appreciation of the courage 
and valor of the heroes of the Confed¬ 
eracy. 

As I understand It we are not here 
this Afternoon to discuss constitutional 
history. We are not here to criticise the 
attitude of the North, or to defend the 
position of the South. Suffice it to say 
that within the past few years the doc¬ 
trine of the leaders of the Confederacy 
has been well set forth by the Hon Henry 
Cabot Lodge In his ’Life of Daniel Web¬ 
ster” in the following xvords: 

• • • 

Doctrine of the Leaders. 

"When the Constitution was adopted by 
the votes of the States at Philadelphia, 
and accepted by votes of States In pop¬ 
ular conventions. It was safe to say there 
u'sa not a man In the country from Wash¬ 
ington and Hamilton, on the one side, to 
Georg# Clinton and George Mason, on 
the other, who regarded the new system 
as anything but an experiment entered 
upon by the State*, and from which each 
and every State had the right to peace¬ 
ably withdraw—a right which was very 
likely to be exercised." 

This is the testimony of a United States 
Senator from Massachusetts, given with¬ 
in lesa than thirty years after the close 
of the Civil War. with such a good be¬ 
ginning In so short a time In the direc¬ 
tion of truth, what may we not expert of 
future historians, when passion and preju¬ 
dice shall have passed away and the 
whole truth shall be told? The South 
await* that time with the abiding faith 
that th* enlightened verdict of all man¬ 
kind will completely vindicate the lofty 
character of her beloved sons. But, ns 
T said, we are not here to discuss such 

a uestlons. We are here In memory’ of our 
aad. In this sacred spot, consecrated 
by the ashes of our loved ones and linked 
to ever)’ heart by bonds of sorrow, there 
Is no place for bitterness or hate. Here 
and at this time, aye, forevermore, love, 
with Ita cabinet of peace, of sympathy 
and of charity, should rule every heart. 

• • • 

Hard To Realize. 

It Is almost Impossible for us who en¬ 
joy the oulet and tranquility of hapry 
homes, who have our loved ones alwnvs 
with us, and who know not the sorrow 
of separation, to appreciate the ordeal 
through which these men passed or Jhe 
untold hardships which they- endured. A 
decision had to be made. ITpon the one 
side was the Union, to the formation and 
preservation of widely the South had giv¬ 
en her Washington, her Jefferson, her 
Pinckney and her Jackson. and under the 
benign influence of which her sons had 
amassed fortunes and built home* where 
peace and contentment reigned and where 
a cordial welcome gladdened the heart 
of ever>' stranger that came to their gate*. 
Amid such surroundings It was no easy 
thing to forget the traditions of the past; 
it was no easy thing to obliterate the 
fragrant memories of a lifetime; It was 
no easy thing to sever associations that 
tvere sacred with a century’s retrospec¬ 
tion. But upon the other side stood the 
South, believing that her Institutions wore 
In danger., that her property rights were 
about to be violated, and that the Con¬ 
stitution Itself, which she loved and had 
helped ro ordain, was about to be an¬ 
nulled by an appeal to a ’higher law.” 
which meant nothing more nor less than 
the unbridled will of a majority un^on- 
troiled by any fundamental principles of 
government. 

That her fears were not without founda¬ 
tion subsequent history fully attests, for, 
though assured by a solemn resolution of 
Congress thnt her property was safe, the 
emancipation proclamation soon followed; 
and though assured by the expressed 
xiew* of the President that th* North 
was opposed to giving th* negro the r»ght 
of suffrage, that right was soon granted 
to him. And. In addition to all this. Con¬ 
gress passed the various reconatCnrtlon 
acts, which. In their disastrous effects, 
far surpassed the wildest apprehensions of 
Southern hearts. 

s s s 

Marched To Strains of '‘Dixie .” 

And so, these men, as If foreseeing the 
dreaded evils of the future, yet with 
hearts tom by conflicting emotions, cast 
their fortunes with the South and 
marched to the inspiring strains of 
"Dixie.” 1 say men. but many of them 
were but boys—boy* full of spirit and 
roguish pranks. Boya who were blessed 
with all the good things of life, and upon 
whom the hand of sorrow had never been 
placed. 

Suddenly the awful storm which had 
been gathering for year# burst In all its 
fur>' and Its withering bjlght wn# felt In 
ev«*ry home. These boys, who hut a short 
time before hud marched with broom¬ 
sticks and " tended like” they were sol¬ 
diers. donned uniforms. Jumped astride 
their favorite steeds, and waxing a far«fl 
well, often nn eternal farewell to the 
bravest mothers and slaters and sweet¬ 
hearts the world ever saw. dashed across 
the fields, disappeared from sight, and 
that night were soldiers In the Confeder¬ 
ate army Beds smoothed by a mother’s 
hand were exchanged for the rough 
ground. Dainty dishes prepared for an 
exacting appetite were succeeded by cof¬ 
fee and hardtack- Legs that were never 
wearied by king walks ached from the 
fatigue of unending marches Backs that 
ho/! known no burdens bent beneath the 
musket and knapsack Lungs that had 
always breathed air sweet with the per¬ 
fume of flowers drank In the foul and 
loathsome guses that came from pylsnn 
cells. Breasts that had never been exposed 
were tom by shot nnd shell. 

• • • 

From Love To Duty. 

ft was a step from love to duty, from 
comfort lo hardship, from quiet to unrest, 
from sympathy to antagonism, from safe¬ 
ty to danger, from peace to war, from 
freedom to prison, and sometimes from 
life to death. To many dciHh came early, 
to some only after Innumerable battles 
and hardsips; others endured all the hor¬ 
rors of war and lingered for a few years 
afterward to light the first battle of peace, 
while Mill others—God be thanked that 
they are spared to us!—gather each year. 


as they do here to-day. to pay tribute 
to their dead comrades. 

When we recur to those times what hal¬ 
lowed memories are awakened, what 
slumbering enthusiasm Is aroused, what 
sweet romances are brought to mind, 
what Joys are recalled, what heartaches 
are felt again! There comes a letter 
bringing the Joyful news thut some loved 
one Is safe. There come* another let¬ 
ter, written by some unknown soldier, 
telling how bravely a brother died. There 
come# a father, whose company is en¬ 
camped near by. to take a devoted wife 
to his arms, and to feel upon his rough- 
en«*d cheek the holy touch of childhood’# 
rllmpb-d hands. 

Then come the Federal troops, and 
through the house they go. from atUc to 
rellar, ransacking every non* nnd corner, 
peeping Into every closet, and prj.ng be¬ 
tween tunttress*.* in their search for your 
husband, whose hiding ula*.c you well 
k ioxv situ which you fear your vory 
breathing will betray. Tner»* upon a !il- 
Is u wounded boy In blue, .vhom you 
take Into vour home and whose fevered 
brow you bathe. In the hope thnt some¬ 
where some mother may minister to the 
wants of your absent boy. 

• • • 

The Gallant Morgan. 
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There goes the gallant Morgan, with the 
speed of the wind, striking here arid there, 
and passing on to new victories befoic 
his foes recognise his presence. There 
I* tb* superb Breckinridge, dashing up 
and down the lines, and sending hope and 
courage and enthusiasm to ten thousand 
” rAr i? There, at Manassas, "Is Jackson 
standing like a stone wall.” and there he 
* In Shenandoah Valley with 

15,000 men, absorbing the entire atten¬ 
tion of three Major Generals and 69.000 
V nlon soldiers, and there at Shiloh Is the 
Albert Sidney Johnston giving up 
his life for the South. And there at An- 
tletom nnd at Fredericksburg, and Anally 
at Appomattox with untarnished sword 
extended. Is the hope of the South, a vic¬ 
tory In defeat, a conqueror of the world, 
because all mankind now pay# alleglamr 
to that peerless General who planned and 
executed battles with the gerilus of a Na¬ 
poleon, and to that exalted man who was 
••Otle without effeminacy, stern without 
unkind ness, noble without affectation and 
lovable when administering a r*buke— the 
matchless Robert Edward Lee. 

And there at Montgomery amid flow¬ 
ers and plaudits, with a smile upon his 
face, but with a heart heavy with anxietj 
for the future, and at there at Fortress 
Monroe, in chains, xrlth the Impressive 
dignity of true manhood, stands the be¬ 
loved President of the Confederacy, upon 
whose head a few have *jughi to heap 
all the obloquy of defeat, but whose 
niece In the afft-cUons of the sons an.i 
daughters of the South, and xvhoee greut- 
nesa in every relation of life arc silo 
from the malign attacka of envy, and 
beyond the reach of the poisoned barbs 
of hate. 

• • • 

Good Examples To Follow. 

O. you mothers and daughters of the 
South- You who have boys playing about 
your kn*ee; you who xvlsh those bovs 
to be men—right-thinking and right-living 
men—call them to your side; unfold to 
them the story* of the Prealderf? of the 
Confederacy and his Commanding Gen¬ 
eral, place the lives of those txvo chief¬ 
tains before their eyes, hav* them study 
those lives long and welL and then tell 
them a mother’s love asks no more of 
them than to go through life with as 
few* wreaknrsses and as fexv faults ns 
they can find In the characters of Jeffer- 
eon Da via and Robert Edward Lee. 

We have recently passod through the 
ordeal of another war In w hich the North 
and the South jcined nands to light for 
the freedom of a neighboring Isle. In 
that war there, were many instances of* 
conspicuous gallantry, *ml to-day u 
grateful nation honors th»* men who hon- 
ornfl our flag Medals have been given 
them, and wherever they have app ared 
the deafening applause from appreciative 
multitudes has shown them that grett 
courage has Its re wants. But If the 
laurel should be placed upon their broxvs. 
If paeans of praise should be sung in 
their honor, how much greater should 
be the homage due the Confederate sol¬ 
diers. who upon countless fields exhibit¬ 
ed a prowess and daring thnt were ::ot 
surpassed at Marathon or Thermopylae 
at Runnvmede or Blenheim, or even at 
Lodi or Austerllts. Though no medals of 
gold were struck off in their honor, yet 
upon every heart In the Southland there 
is Imprinted with the unfading die of 
love the Image of some hero who wore 
the gray. 

• • • 

Grand Old Man. 

In passing I desire to speak of another 
Confederate general whom I had the 
honor to know. Within the last few 
years he has followed In death the com¬ 
rades whom he always led In life As a 
soldier he had but f*-w equals, and In the 
declining years of his brilliant life, when 
adversity, the cnly unwelcome guest that 
ever visited hi* home, crossed his thresh- 
hold. he won the admiration of all hit 
countrymen. In thla are when a g*n r- 
oua public comes to the aid of distin¬ 
guished men who have lost their private 
fortunes, to enable them to pass thefr 
few remaining years In comfort and 
ease, many avail themselves of such of¬ 
fers, and no one feels disposed to criti¬ 
cise them. But It Weems to me thnt he 
who was a hero In the greatest war that 
was ever ▼ aged, was still a greater hero 
when In the face of penury and want, 
he declined the proffered assistance of 
loving friend* Indeed. I can not help 
feeling that he was made of finer stuff, 
that his nature was of loftier mold, thut 
his noble spirit wa® alt the nobler be¬ 
cause. though helpless, he refused to re¬ 
ceive help And I am sure that every 
Confederate and every son and daughte. 
of the .South thanks God for the splendid 
example of that sterling soldier and 
grand old man, Wade Hampton, of 8outh 
Carolina. 

I mention Gen. Hampton because Ms 
honorable life recently came to an honor¬ 
able close, and Its even' detail is well 
known to us all. But among those who 
lie buried here, and among Confederates 
everywhere, there are many others who. 
not only upon the field of battle, but in 
the more oulet and peaceful xvalks of 
every-day life, exhibited a courage no less 
striking, a faith no less implicit and a 
fortitude no less enduring. 

• # • 

The Most Fitting Trlbuts. 

Such were our brothers, our husbands, 
our fathers, our grandfathers. We who 
have taken up the burden which they laid 
down, can find much In their Uvea to 
sweeten and brighten our own. Let their 
consecration to duty sustain us In ours; 
let their courage make ours the more un¬ 
faltering; let thefr devotion to a cause 
that was lost make our devotion to a 
cause that may be wron by good cltlsen- 
ahip the more lasting nnd unyielding In 
this xvay we can pay to their memory a 
tribute worthy of their manhood and 
valor—the most perfect tribute that the 
living can pay to the dead—the tribute of 
Uvea lived as the dead would have them 
Ux-ed. 

If a message could come from the dead 
to the living. I# there one of us who does 
not know* what that message would be? 
It would be the same whethen It came 
from the spirit of some nameless hero, or 
from the spirit of the magnificent Frost on. 
the gallant Gordon or the Immortal I^ee. 
And that message would he; • ‘Cherish the 
South; treasure the sweet memory of her 
devoted sons; let not time dlnitnlsh your 
pride In their achievements, or your rev¬ 
erence for their fidelity and courage, 
teach the children that they can flrd In 
the lives of their fathers and irrondfuther* 
only that which Is worthy of their ad¬ 
miration and love, and In the cause for 
which they fought, only that which they 
believed to be Just and right.

TESTIMONY IN MURDER TRIAL 


Robert J. Aley, 8tate Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, has submitted a ques¬

At ths time of the erection of the new 
high school budding In New Albany It 
was tbought sufficiently large to accom¬ 
modate any Increas*. that might come 
in many years. On account of tho m»ny 
students attending from the outsid*- town¬ 
ships of Floyd and the surrounding coun¬ 
ties the limit to the capacity of the large 
building wlU be reached and an addition 
required. The New Albany school author¬ 
ities nr* watching the forthcoming opin¬ 
ion with the liveliest interest. The As¬ 
sistant Attorney Gvcnrnl is conducting 
the Investigation, and if the act Is found 
to be invalid the matter reverts to Ihe 
• n ?A°* which provides for a tuition of 
$1.50 for students of the common schools 
und $2 for those attending the high 
schools.

Columbus, O.. May 29—[Special ]— 
Sltuatod JuM four miles from the cen¬ 
tral portion of Columbus and Inclosed 
within a substantial limestone wall, 
capped by slabs of granite, is one of 
the most Interesting and hallowed spots 
In all America. Interesting, because 
it com a Ins much that is historical of 
the civil strife between North and 
South: hi flowed. because its every ap¬ 
pearance reveals that tho Tong-cherished 
desire to forgive rh© past and forget the 
difference* responsible for the greatest 
conflict In history* has not been In 
vain. 

Camp Chaao will be the mecca for 
thousands of American citizens. Satur¬ 
day. June 5. the date of the Confeder¬ 
ate Ilf ©mortal day ezerrrlae.4, uml it is 
here, within the confines of the ceme¬ 
tery of thtj former Federal military 
prison, that veterans of the Northern 
army will Join their former foes and 
pay a soldier’s tribute to the memory 
of the soldier dead. 

Every preparation for the fitting ob¬ 
servance of the day hns been made and 
it will only require favorable weather 
condition* to bring together on* of the 
largest gatherings of Northern and 
Southern people ever seen In any city 
of Ohio either before or since the Civil 
War Conducted under tho au Jp’.ce* 
of the Columbus Daughters of the Con¬ 
federacy, the exercises are so arranged 


that not only art* “men who wore the 
blue” welcomed as participants, but 
many sons and daughters of Federal 
veterans will heap high the flowers 
where sleep the South’s brave sons. 

Col. E. Polk Johnson, of Louisville, 
and Ai. G. Field,\the famous minstrel 
promoter of Columbus. O., have been 
chosen as the princ pal sjieakers. while 
Col. W. H. Knautt* and the Rev P. H. 
Ch&ppelear. both of Columbus, will also 
deliver addresses 

Confederate Memorial d&y at Camp 
Cha«.« u unique, for the reason that it 
partakes very strongly of the nature 
of th»* old-time soldiers* reunion, but 
with this difference: The Southern sol¬ 
dier Is an active participant theton. And 
strange though It may seem. It was the 
Southern soldier’s desire to do honor to 
his fallen comrades, coupled with the 
willingness of his former foe to permit 
him to tVo so, that has led to the exceed¬ 
ing h ippy conditions of to-dA.v It will. 
therefore, be nothing unusual to witness 
Iarg*« detachments of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, Union Veteran Legion 
and Sons of Veterans marching side by 
side with the Veterans of the Confeder¬ 
ate Army, while a largo body of United 
States tmo;*» and the various com¬ 
panies of militia of the city act as an 
escort to the old veteran*.

History of Camp Chas?. 


Camp Chase! Every intelligent citi¬ 
zen of the United States knows more or 
less of the big military prison founded 
during the early days of the Civil War 
for the purpnse of holding Confederate 
prisoners taken in battle And Camp 
Chase not only contained many prlA^n- 
cr*. but before the Inst aot in the -grim 
tragedy' of war was completed 2.260 
Southern men had yielded up their Uvea 
within It* confines. 

Named for Gov. Salmon P. Chase, of 
Ohio, who later became Secretary of the 
Treasury under Lincoln and was after¬ 
ward appointed Chief Justice of the Su¬ 
preme Court. Camp Chase w*a* estab¬ 
lished In 1862. succeeding Camp JAck- 
snn ns a rendezvous for recruits. The 
exigencies of war. however, soon com¬ 
pelled its transformation into a military 
prison, and throughout the years of 
*63-64-65 the prison Was maintained 
mainly by the One Hundred and Eighty - 
flfth Ohk>. with Col. Moody In com¬ 
mand. 

The prison was most advantageously 
located on the historic National pike, 
for the construction of which Henry 
Clay was largely responsible. It was 
distant Just four milos from the State- 
house In Columbus and occupied a 


position on both sides of the pike, with 
what Is now' known as the old “Four- 
Mile House.” but which at that time 
was an old-time tavern, separating the 
two stockades. These were no more 
nor les# than high board fences, each 
about 500 by 800 feet, surmounted by 
sharpened oak pickets. Within the 
Inclosure numerous "shacks" W’ere 
erected to accommodate the prisoners, 
two usually being assigned to a 
“shark." The Federal troops were en- 
cAmped on all sides of the two in- 
closures. while the commandant’s 
headquarters occupied a posltloh Al¬ 
most alongside the historic old tavern. 
• • • 

Th© Cemetery. 

Some 300 yards due south of the 
southern inclosure the prison cemetery 
was located and here was interred 
practically every Confederate prisoner 
that died In Camp Chase. An examina¬ 
tion of the records revuuls that be¬ 
tween the years of 1862 and *65 th© 
ramp contained in all some 17.000 pris¬ 
oners. According to the testimony of 
many Federal veterans, more deaths 
resulted from the Inability of th<* pris¬ 
oners to withstand the rigorous North¬ 
ern climate than all other causes com¬ 
bined. But be thnt as it may. Just 
2.260 brave sons of the Southland 
answered the final summons within the 
confines of Camp Chase, and the fact 


that this number was sufficient to 
furnish forth a goodly -sited cemetery, 
is responsible for th«* prominence that 
attache* to Camp Cha*e at this day. 

To-day Camp Chase cemetery Is a 
veritable bower of beauty*-* spot 
sacred to every intelligent American 
cltlsen and thus it will ever remain. 

Some years ngo, when first It was 
proposed to mark the graves of tho 
Confederate dead In becoming manner 
and erect suitable memdrlals to their 
memory, hundreds of Northern citizens 
offered freely <if their means to that 
end: but if It be said that those of tho 
South bore the greater share of tho 
burden. It must also lui acknowledged 
that the opportunity to rare for and tp 
guard these many external evidence of 
n'giM'd < , ould not he denied the citizens 
<>f a Northern municipality. 

Planted squarely in the center of tho 
largo oblong Inclosure is a beautiful 
monument of gmntte and sandstone, 
surmounted by the figure of a i^mfed- 
erate soldier. The granite base sup¬ 
ports an arch of sumjstone. upon th** 
various parts of which Is engraved the 
w'ord "Americans.” The arch Is about 
twenty feet in height, while the fig¬ 
ure is ten feet. Beneath the arch re¬ 
pose a huge granite boulder, upon 
which hns been engraved:

OF THE WAR 1861-18C5,

• The Uncle Remus Memorial. 

The movement to establish a perpetu¬ 
al memorial to th« JUUe Joe! Chandler 
, Harris should require only an organised 
presentation to the public to Insure for 
it prompt and full realisation. The ap¬ 
peal which Harris makes to th© heart 
of man is so true and so universal and 
the memory In which he Is held Is so 
gentle, so fond and so Intimately per¬ 
sonal that it would seem only to need 
some such positive suggestion to crys* 
t&ilz© it Into a practical, concrete form. 

This It is to have In the Uncle Re¬ 
mus Memorial Association, which ha* 
been formed to take In hand the loving 
work of providing- a monument to one 
who 1* deserving of any such grateful 
recognition which his contemporaries or 
posterity can show him. The plans of 
tho association contemplate the pur¬ 
chase of the Georgia home of "Uncle 
Remus." as Harris la now generally and 
affectionately called, and Its preserva¬ 
tion as a memorial in which will be 
collected much with which he was as¬ 
sociated In his life and his work, the 
purpose embracing also the installation 
of a children’s library and playground. 

Surely no more appropriate memorial 
to Uncle Remus could be conceived. 
It la doubtful If, in his modesty, Joel 
Chandler Harris ever dreamed of such 
a tribute to his name, his charm, his 
powor, but If It Is given him now to 
know the world he has left apd he is 
aware of the use to which l¥ is pro¬ 
posed to put the home he so pervaded 
with his borne-loving personality, his 
spirit must glow with satisfaction that 
the monument we propose to dedicate 
to him Is to be one primarily for the 
cheer of children—for the children he 
so loved and who so love him—for the 
children who are yoyng In years, by the 
children of all ages who are young In 
heart, whose youth, however encrusted 
by the cares and ills of time. Uncle Re¬ 
ntas found and awakened with magic 
and unerring hand. Who, indeed, 
among us that has known the blessing 
of that awakened youth, who that has 
renewed Us benign merriment and 
make-believe and awesome sorloumve**. 
Is not glad of the opportunity to pro¬ 
long that awakening by Joining In this 
tribute to the wizard who has thus en¬ 
chanted us. by rearing on his Georgia 
•oil an enduring symbol of the life he 
lived and of the lives he has helped ua 
to live? 

The sign of the Wren’s Nest and 
Snap Bean Farm!’’ Who else but this 
homely^ wholeanme humorist and phil¬ 
osopher could have named It? Who 
else coukl have lived it? How else than 
by keeping It as he made it and left it 
could the world that laughed wtth him 
and loved him belter axprens their ap¬ 
preciation of him. their gratltudo to 
him? \y*aa It not the privilege of ua 
of the world, the world forgetting be¬ 
neath the magic of the evening lamp, a* 
potent as that of Aladdin, to betake our¬ 
selves to Tho Sign of the Wren’s 
Nest and Snap Bean Farm." and there 
become one of Its privileged sojourners? 
We can at least preserve this seen* of 
that rare hospitality, |f wo may no 
longer have In person that Inimitable 
host. We can cherish Its associations 
and profit by the spirit that must sur¬ 
vive with them. 

It Is no place here to speak critically 
of tho master of the Snap Bean Farm 
Nor Is there any need anywhere so to 
speak. His Is the touch that Is be¬ 
yond hurt or help of crtlclsm. His res¬ 
cue of tho folklore of the Southern 
negro, his depiction of the lowly lives 
of the Georgia Crackers, h»s simple 
transcriptions of the plctuneoquences 
of the commonplace and hi* unaffected 
portrayal of the elemental characters 
of elemental people all bore the stamp 
of truth end all throbbed with the 
blood of life that putavt through the 
human heart, tils work belongs to Im¬ 
mortality because It was true to mor¬ 
tality.

The Last of the Crittendens. 

Tho passing of Thomas Theodore 
Crittenden from the scenes of this 
World witnesses the exit of the last of a 
family of heroes and statesmen who. 
from Revolutionary days, carried the 
name resplendently upon many fields. 
The Founder of this family, a gallant 
Continental Major, was one of the earl¬ 
iest of ths ttlrglnlans to cross the Di¬ 
vide and eu set his Ebenezer on Ken¬ 
tucky soli. Nobility of nature, fearless 
and unselfish devotion, love of country, 
love of fame and friends and freedom, 
love of duty and deeds of high ei)tprise, 
were the distinguishing characteristics 
of the Crittendens. 

During fifty years John Jordan Crlt 
tenden stood peerless. He was not 
only the preux chevalier of the politics 
of his time; not merely the captivating 
orator holding audiences at will, and 
the charming gentleman, adored of 
women and men; but he was nearer 
right than any of hU contemporaries; 
In every situation courageous, disinter¬ 
ested and farseelng. 

If any rcan could have saved the 
Union when the final issue came, that 
man was John Jordan Crittenden. His 
personality and his plan were the only 
visible forces that for a while appeared 
between the lines of peace and war. 
that stood only a moment In walling 
array. He failed; he saw both his State 
and his household, like the Sections, 
divided; but never did leader against 
odds, never patriot through blood and 
Home, fight a braver battle, having to 
contend to the end with extremism on 
either hand, the defender at once of lib¬ 
erty and Union, the Constitution and 
the law. 

John Jordan Crittenden's two sons— 
both Inheriting their father's grace and 
valor and probity—George Bibb Crit¬ 
tenden and Thomas Leonidas Critten¬ 
den—entered the military service when 
hostilities began In 1861, on opposing 
sides; the one to attain high rank In 
the Confederate, the other high rank In 
the Federal Army. Mr. Crittenden did 
not survive the close. He died whilst 
the issue was yet suspended in the bal¬ 
ance, amid the dread uncertainties of 
1863, his harness on his back, heart- 
broken, but game to the last; the 
statesman and patriot he had been 
when alike In the Senate and t£e Cabi¬ 
net he commanded the admiration and 
respect of his oountrymen no matter 
what the difference of opinion, or how 
great the passions of the hour. 

The Crittenden, whose light goes out 
upon the bonks of tho Missouri River 
—Thomas Theodore Crittendei*—Con- 
gressman. Governor and Consul Gen¬ 
eral—was a nephew of John Jordan 
Crittenden. He was born and reared In 
Kentucky—a half-brother to the Mur¬ 
rays, the late Gen. Ell H and Judg© 
John Alien, of Logan C. and David 
Murray, and a full brother of that Will¬ 
iam Crittenden who. when In 1851 com¬ 
manded to turn his back and kneel for 
the fatal valley lnstdo the walls of Mom 
Castle, exclaimed "A Kentuckian al¬ 
ways faces his enemy and kneels only 
to his God!" In these, his last words 
upon earth, blazed forth the spirit, tho 
soul, the blood of the race; un quench- 
abll, invincible, the heroic ever domi¬ 
nating al! else. \ 

Gov. Crittenden, of Missouri, took the 
Union side, and served with distinction 
In the Federal Army during the War of 
Sections. At the close of the War his 
heart went out to his stricken friends 
and neighbors on the losing side and 
he was one of the first to stretch forth 
a helping hand. He was a man of ad¬ 
mirable sense and Judgment, temperate 
In his habits, moderate In his opinions, 
resolute and cool In his conduct, both 
public and private. The apotheosis of 
generosity and kindness, wherever he 
went, there followed the genius of go«id 
will to men. Upon tlie battlefield. In the 
Halls of Congress, on the hustings, as a 
Magistrate at homo and a National rep¬ 
resentative abfoad. nobody ever quitted 
’’Tom Crittenden" without saying ’’God 
made that man." He was, in short, a 
Crittenden, and every Inch a Ken¬ 
tuckian. 

He had the happiness to reach a 
great old age. Born May 15. 1832. he 
had Just turned his seventy-seventh 
birthday. He was graduated from 
Centre College with Boyd Winchester, 
the Brecklnrtclges. both William Camp¬ 
bell Preston and Robert Jefferson, and 
a class of schoolmates distinguished In 
after life In many callings. He married 
young, was fitly married to a Kentucky 
wife as typical as himself of all that 
was good and true In those happier and 
better days, and leaves behind him a 
fair progeny to mourn hta going and to 
take up anew the broken line. 

To those that loved him the Courier- 
Journal tenders the assurance of Its 
profound *ymtathy and most heartfelt 
sorrow 


tastlcallty, a tonic and tricksy reliance 
on the faith of his fellows. If. Indeed, 
so whimsical a personage had ever a 
fellow! 

How perfectly right he would have 
been, could be have peopled a continent 
with red-blooded enthusiasts like unto 
himself, instead of having to Jostle In 
a throng of earth-bound, common 
sense, hard-headed folk, who would 
sing of Jordan Sundays with Indiffer¬ 
ent conviction and a nasal twang, and 
would not cross the street to bathe In 
Its waters. 

With Infinite labor and devotion he 
gathered a great harvest of goat-skins 
and amphorae, decanted Into them 
the choicest pools of the stream, sacro¬ 
sanct but slimy, and started the cargo 
camel wise across the burning Syrian 
sands. At Joppa, or Jaffa, at Tyre or 
at Tarsus, ho secured the firmans of 
sheikhs and the seals of the ylzlerate, 
and, having chartered a caravel with 
the precious freight, he sat himself 
down to whittle a cedar of Lebanon 
until such time as a pious public should 
besiege him for a flask of Jordan water 
y>v Its better baptising. 

And he is stUl a-whlttllng! Ware¬ 
housed and wharfed In New' York. Jor¬ 
dan refused to run in a beneficent and 
benedictory stream; the unbaptlzod 
were uncritical as to the medium of 
their salvation. Jordan or Ramapo was 
ail one to them; they cared very little 
for the water for Its own sake, and 
nothing at all for Its storied associa¬ 
tions, and some there were who ridi¬ 
culed and doubted — Dldymus Is not 
dead. 

The day came when the Colonel was 
left with less than ’’the half of a 
broken hope for a pillow at night;" 
when storage and haulage and cus* 
toms* dues and ao customers, precipi¬ 
tated a disastrous fifth act. To the 
tune of "Flow Gently. Deva." Jordan 
was untapped; the gutters were awash 
with a fluid whose ancestress had laved 
the patriarchs and the prophets; and 
Col. Nadaud. of Kentucky, unsheathing 
a corkscrew, remembered the Common¬ 
wealth and was consoled. 

Not often does the Kentucky Colo¬ 
nel take water — and never with im¬ 
punity.

The personal equation In Journalism, 
about which Dr. Park-hurst. Mr. Arthur 
Brisbane and the Editor of the Courier- 
Journal took a flyer a few weeks ago. 
has broken out In Georgia apropos of 
the elevation of Editor Charlee R. Pen 
dleton. of the Macon Telegraph, to 
Dbanahlp and the selection of Editor 
James Calvin Hemphill, of the Charles¬ 
ton, S C. News and Courier, by the 
Corporation of tho University of Yale 
to be the nest Bromley lecturer. Else 
where we reprint sume suggestive and 
to those who take an interest in ouch 
things not irrelevant gossip. From this 
It would appear that the individual 
man still stands, upon the Journalistic 
quarter-deck; that he cannot be al¬ 
ways and wholly hidden from view; 
and that. In the degree that ho Is held 
by the public and holds himself per¬ 
sonally account able, will the newspa¬ 
per of wlhldb he is the bead, gain in Its 
own character and In the general re¬ 
spect. 

Touching his nearly forty years of 
newspaper service, the new Dean of 
tbs Guild, Mr. Pendleton, says in the 
Macon Telegraph: 

’’The Editor of The Telegraph began 
his career under the guiding hand and 
wise head of An older brother In 1870, 
when he wu» not yet of age. To tlmt 
older head he Is largely indebted for the 
first Impressions of the work which he 
undertook with great misgiving. That 
was thirty-nine years ago. But to have 
been ’on the Job* for thirty-nine years, as 
Business Manager and Editor, with no va¬ 
cation lasting longer than ten days, and 
of such only a few, does not afford a 
pleasing prospect for futures usefulness 
and vl gar. If the Jheory said to obtain In 
the London Times Is a correct one That 
theory Is that after three years a leading 
Editorial writer begins to repeat himself, 
and becomes commonplace, a hack, a 
space-writer, and he Is 1st down and out 
from the leading position But, perhaps 
In America, where tho people are nearer 
the soli, men are more virile. If not so. 
some of us are deceiving ourselves and 
axe struggling overtime.’* 

Mr. Pendleton may be sure that no 
such theory Is true, or ever had ac¬ 
ceptance in the working philosophy of 
the London Times, or any other great 
newspaper Tha-t In the militancy of 
newspaper work, as In tho army, young 
men are most efficient upon the firing 
line, goes without saying The cub In 
the City Department who does not con¬ 
sider a dog-fight a thing of beauty and 
a Joy forever tnay not be In danger of 
the Judgment, but he Is tn constant 
danger of discharge. In no other way 
can he get his perspectives adjusted. 
From the conflicts of canines to the 
quarrels of kings, from Hell to Break¬ 
fast and Back Again, through a system 
of tggular geometric progression, he ar¬ 
rives at the hang of It, beginning a* 
"Scoopy" to end as Managing Editor; 
acquiring experience with his locomo¬ 
tion; Judgment with his lengthening 
legs; and. If he be a young fellow of 
geqlus with pen or pencil, ultimately 
signalizing himself by exceptional per¬ 
formance upon larger and more remu¬ 
nerative fields. 

But. tn the domain of serious thought 
and purpose—even In that of good 
writing—there can be no age limit short 
of decrlptltude with men of healthy 
minds and bodies, the sense of respon¬ 
sibility, like the accretions of knowl¬ 
edge. gaining rather than losing as tha 
vanities, rivalries and ambitions of the 
younger man pale before the Inexorable 
specter of their futility In the ayes of 
the elder: always provided that he waa 
originally and within himself an up¬ 
right and courageous man.

Isaac Hill Bromley. In commemora¬ 
tion of whom the Bromley Course In 
Journalism came Into being at New 
Haven, was born In Norwich, Conn., 
the 8th of March. 1833. He was grad¬ 
uated from Yale in the famous class of 
1*53 He had for his yokemate* some 
of the most eminent men of the last 


fifty years; among the rest our o«m 
greatly loved and distinguished fellow 
Kentuckian and fellow-townsman. Col. 
J. Stoddard Johnston. 

Bromley was a scholar, a wit and a 
daredevil. Equal to the heaviest mun¬ 
iments of Intellectual battle—sometime* 
swinging tho broadsword—his favorite 
weapons were the scimitar and the 
rapier, and sometlmee he used the lan¬ 
cet with signal effect. Tho man never 
lived who could skin an adversary with 
greater dexterity and dispatch. Ho 
spoke os well a* lie wrote; knew not 
what fear wa«. moral or physical; and 
became at once the Ufe of all companies 
he graced by his presence. 

Exiled from the Tribune on a or tain 
occasion for a characteristic breach of 
discipline, he found a ready refuge with 
the Sun. and. later along, called ba:k 
by Mr. Retd. Mr. Dana said, "a hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars of IncreAS*! 
value have been added to the stock of 
tho Tribune by the accession of Mr. 
Bromley." That was pnUsn from Sir 
Hubert Stanley and It was pralsp in¬ 
deed; and, what was better. It was 
actually true. 

Bromley made that big. broad Edito¬ 
rial page hum— sometimes sizzle— al- 
ways sparkle. No defter and more ver- 
sat lie. yet weightier, tvrlter ever did 
Joumeywork cq the American prrss; 
not even Forney, or Prentice, or Ray¬ 
mond—Greeley being a class by him¬ 
self—and, albeit not noisily known to 
the public, or even to the Guild, that 
he should hAve a University Chair es¬ 
tablished In his name and honor, wo* 
no more than rightfully brlor.ged to 
him. 

The first to fill It was Col. Georg© 
Harvey. The second will be Mr. James 
Calvin Hemphill. Although now the 
head of a great Publishing House, and 
the Editor of the North Americans, Re¬ 
view and Harper’s Weekly. Col. Harvey 
graduated into literature and affairs 
out of Journalism. He knows all about 
the all-around and all-night business. 
Climbing the ladder from the bottom 
round, he had many a tough assign¬ 
ment; was familiar with paste-pots 
and paper-pads, with scissors and'tele¬ 
graphic tickers and tissue strips, wtth 
midnight calls for copy and Compos¬ 
ing Room panics, and all ths long.stops 
and short-cuta the lights and shadows 
of the life that knows not sleep until ths 
dawn, when ths presses begin to thun¬ 
der and the world awakes. 

Mr. Hemphill has had a career less 
strenuous perhaps, but scarcely less 
varied and utilitarian; for he too Is a 
practical, working Journalist, and like 
George Harvey, and the r^st of ua, is

keep *er level," that the Editorial and 
the News pages "consist," and. In short, 
that ths Dish doesn’t run away with 
ths Spoon! 

After alt, ths sorest need of tho Jour 
nalism of the time Is Its moral and In¬ 
tellectual emancipation. Certain lower¬ 
ing tendencies and misleading traditions 
hav© fastened upon It;* that It can 
make, or mar, or rise above public opin¬ 
ion because of some mysterious power 
residing In printer’s Ink; that false news 
Is better than no news; that acrimony 
pays, and that a He stuck to Is as effi¬ 
cacious as truth; that a big nose and a 
bundle of sticks Is a good outfit; and 
that the public does not know and can¬ 
not discriminate. The over-worked 
man of all work naturally proceeds on 
lines of least resistance. The profes¬ 
soral cootroversattst, being by nature a 
bully, becomes a 1 professional gladiator. 
The green-eyed malignant takes 11. 
cenoo from both U> disseminate poison 
Truth for truth's aako is rarely upon 
duty, even In the more pretentious 
newspapers. 

With the lesser newspapers, especial¬ 
ly with what ore called the county pa¬ 
pers, these faults are multiplied and 
magnified. Few of them give the man of 
straw they set up for dfi adversary any 
chance at all. To invest him with every 
deformity, ascribe to him every delin¬ 
quency, and then to butcher this'fig¬ 
ment of their own fancy. Is the common 
practice. As a consequence, the greater 
newspapers are becoming more feared 
than loved, or respected, whilst too 
often the smaller, even where they es¬ 
cape contempt, have no Influence or 
standing whatever.

In one of the many screeds Issued aa 
"statements from the White House" 
and embracing every manner of human 
endeavor, Theodore Roosevelt said: 

A newspaper which avoids vulgar sen- 
satlonallsm. which appeal* to people of 
taste and Intelligence, may nevertheless 
do them grave harm ami be within ft* 
own rather narrow limits an element of 
serious mischief, for It may habitually 
and consistently practice a malign and 
slanderous untruthful ness which, though 
more refined. Is as Immoral as sensation¬ 
alism." 

It was understood at tho time thlt 
tho Now York Evening Post was the 
newspaper the Presidential writer had 
In mind. 

From time Immemorial, long ante¬ 
dating the Godkln Interlude and reach¬ 
ing hack Into the dim vista of Bryant, 
Godwin and Bigelow, that now vener¬ 
able leader of tea-table Journalism has 
cultivated the refined rather than the 
robust, sacrificing popularity to polish. 
The cynical were wont to declare that 
It made virtue odious. The apostolic 
line from the Author of ’’Thanatopsia" 
to Rolls Ogden, seems to have studied 
the art. having Inherited the tempera¬ 
ment. Of suppressing the emotions; of 
admiring nothing and praising noth¬ 
ing heartily; of holding everybody at 
an angle and looking at everything 
askance; always critical, yet affecting 
the reposeful; substituting the Innuendo 
for the expletive; and—the final and 
withering r*M>rt of dignity offended— 
wrapping about It the mantle of silence, 
and, ns Mr. Swlvelor observes, disap¬ 
pearing behind the curtain of decorum 
and oblivion! 

Thus, when the Tribune addre«s‘ng 
the Post exclaimed, "You lie, you vil¬ 
lain," Mr. Bryant never spoke to Mr 
Grveley ever alter, although it wue Mr. 


Dana, not Mr. Greeley, who had In¬ 
dited the obnoxious passage. 

Silence is certainly preferable to vi¬ 
tuperation The once almost universal 
habit of Editorial altercation, satirised 
by Dlckene In bis account of the battles

Journals In any one of the leading dt’ea 
would condemn the participant* tr ~id- 
icule, whilst even In the smaller com¬ 
munities it would arouse but a languid 
Interest. 

In room of the old exploded knock¬ 
down and drag out polemic* of the days 
of "pistols and coffee for two," the style 
of writing described by the former 
President occagonally appears. 

"A cultivated man of good Intelli¬ 
gence’* to continue our quotation from 
Mr. Roosevelt’s pursuit of the polit¬ 
ical virtuosos of Mr. Villard’s paper, 
"who ho* acquired the knack of saying 
bRter things, but who lacks the robust¬ 
ness to fed at ease among men of ac¬ 
tion. Is apt. If his nature has anything 
of meanness or untruth fulness, to sit 
In cloistered aloofness and to endeavor 
by an unceasing output of shmder 40 
bolster up his own uneasy desire to be 
considered superior." 

Offenses of this kind, however, .spring 
quite as often from admiration, tinged 
it may be by envy, as from malice. 
Here urw there may be found some pen¬ 
ny-whistle of a newspaper which thinks 
to attract attention to Itself by the 
systematic abuse of some professional 
neighbor more prosperous, or better 
considered, than Itself; here and there 
some Editor, who, unmindful of the ex¬ 
ample of the Virginia gentleman that 
made a fortune "attending to his own 
business." emulates the little dog that 
barks at the big dog; keeps the big dog 
constantly In his mind; never loses 
sight of him; never lets him eat his 
foofi, or wag his tall—though the big 
dog be all the while unconscious—with¬ 
out th© customary bark; the chronic 
bark; the bark of admiration and hom¬ 
age, *'hich says as plain as words, "I’ll 
make him bark back, or bust!" 

But such Illustrations of the half-ed¬ 
ucated and the tactless are very rare. 
To live and let live has come to be a 
canon of modern Journalism. That noth¬ 
ing Is to be gained by Pickwickian con- 
tmverslea; that they are profitless and 
grow wearisome; that other methods of 
advertising and exploitation yield larger 
returns; that the writer who keeps tab 
on some supposed and hated rival is 
either a lunatic or a fool, confessing 
failure, long ago established themselves 
xs truisms with the successful ones of 
th© "Fourth Estate." Yet, as we said 
In the outset, this is by no means to 
Imply that tho contemporary nowspt^ 
per ho* not still a long way to go be¬ 
fore it can rise to Its opportunity and 
achieve Its place In the autonomy of 
human affairs. 

Col. Harvey made good us© of his 
chanoe to do good In his Bromley lec¬ 
ture. We may take It for granted tltvt 
Mr. Hemphill will not fail adequately 
tn Improve his. Technique must needs 
constitute & considerable part of Any 
discourse delivered with educational 
Intention. Too great ©tress r»eed not be 
laid upon what th© small fry cal! "thp 
Mission of Journalism." Each of the 
professions has its ethics; except, as It 
sometimes seems, the pulpit and th* 
press, which too often take leave to go 
lease ami consider only their fad* acd 
Infallibility, their Intolerance and con - 
colt, when simple truth Is all th© world 
a ants ©f either. 


The good order and dispatch which 
marked the latest meeting of the 8ch©ol 
Board were ©specially conspicuous he 
cause the meeting Itself was devoted 
to ths selection of teachers and the 
adjustment oi their salaries.

If we may b© permitted to Inject a 
remark or two of our own into this 
rather personal but pleasant discus¬ 
sion. It would be to say that Editor 
Stovall fell into the rather natural er- 


ing graduated at Yule In 1852. "For 
many years his bright, humorous. In¬ 
cisive paragraphs appeared In the edi¬ 
torial columns *.f th< N w York Trib¬ 
une. Like Parthian shots, they went 
straight to the mark- One of these Is 
Illustrative. At on© time, for a brief 
period, the New York Evening Post had 
In Its editorial service Edwin L. GoA- 
kln. Carl Sehurz nnd Horace White. All 
three were noted mugwumps, and were 
deemed carping critics by their political 
adversaries. When the association ab¬ 
ruptly ceased the newspapers of the 
country assigned various reasons. 
Bromley struck the keynote of the sit¬ 
uation, saying that ’there wer© too 
many mules in the same pasture/" 

Th© writer quoted, Mr. George F, 
Mellon, says that by the time Mr. 
Hemphill delivers his lecturo in the 
Bromley course he will have almost 
r*»Aohed his threescore yeurs, and re¬ 
fers to other veterans of the Southern 
press as follows; 

"He l* not by any means the Nestor 
of tho Southern press, but May be fair¬ 
ly cUisKed as one of its veteran* from 
long and honored service. In years of 
devotion to the pres* it Is probable 
that Henry Watterson can claim prior¬ 
ity. Thomas E. Davis, editor of the 
New Orleans Picayune, Is <tho senior of 
Mr Watterson by five years, but hb* 
editopdl work began long subsequent 
to that of the Courier-Journal’* editor. 
Oapt. William Rule, of th© Knoxville 
Journal and Tribune, is an older man 
by nearly a year. than Mr. Watterson.

his splendid mind and able pen. 

To tho youngsters of the profession 
—like Stovall and ourtelv©*—who en¬ 
tered Journalism long after Editor 
Pendleton had mad© a name and fame 
for himself as Editor of th© Valdosta 
Times, ho seems to have been always 
"a factor In Georgia Journalism." Al¬ 
though a weekly paper, published In a 
small town, and w'lth a circumscribed 
territory, the Valdosta Times* editor¬ 
ials wer© generally regarded as excep¬ 
tionally able, and wer© widely quoted 
in this and other States. 

And, yet, when Editor Ptnrifeton left 
the Tiroes, sofne fourteen or fifteen 
year* ago. to take the editorship of the 
Macon Tel graph—of which he after¬ 
wards, became the owner—he waa com¬ 
paratively unknown to the Macon pub¬ 
lic and to the people generally through¬ 
out the territory In which the Tele¬ 
graph moot larg ly circulated. S>ino 
people wer© even disposed to regard 
him as a "country editor." out of his 
element But th© member* of th • news¬ 
paper profession ki.ew b tter. and It 
wu* not long U*fore the public gener¬ 
ally knew better; for C. R. Pendleton 
was. even then, the ablest editor al 
writer In Georgia—barring, perhaps, th©

The report of the Pure Milk Commis¬ 
sion Of the Children * Aid Association or 
Indianapolis for Us Initial summer feeason 
sum* up its result* a* follow e. 

Four distributing station# In operation, 
five nurse* -four graduate and oot asulni- 
ant on duty: *U examining physicians in 
biweekly attendance, fifteen weeks In **s- 
aIoii. ten thousand bottles of pure ml»K 
dlfttrlbntrd. seventeen hundred vl* 1 ** 
mad** by the nurses, ten thousand dollars 
expended; one hundred tables supervised, 
and not one death. 

Modest as this experiment In foster- 
motherhood wes In numbers. It wa* #lx- 
nifleant in result, reducing to zero the 
mortality of those bablea under super* 
vision— many of them suffering from In¬ 
testinal dlsenr'o*—and thereby becoming 
a factor In thi general reduction of the 
city » death rate for children under five 
years of ago to one-half that of the pre¬ 
ceding season. 

In Indianapolis, as elsewhere, the In¬ 
fant mortality bad been In inverse ratio 
to the purity of the milk supply; 53 per 
cent, or the death* of children under two 
rame from intestinal, preventable dis¬ 
ease*. and 0C per cent, of the intlk upon 
which those children nad depended for 
food was unfit for consumption. These 
facts wore sufficient Incentive for action. 
Accordingly, In April. UWG. Dr. Eugene 
Bushier, secretary of the City Board of 
Health, appealed to the Commercial Club 
tor assistance In reducing the mortality 
of the approaching summer by the dis¬ 
tribution of pure milk to the cJty'a needy

Thl# appeal finally resulted In the ap¬ 
pointment by the Childrens’ Aid Associa¬ 
tion. to whom the matter was referred, 
of n committee representative of the 
State and City Board* of Health, the 
Commercial Club, the local Council of 
Women, the German ifou*«* and Catholic 
organlratlon. Thr? first definite step was.

rale of milk. From the*e sources tame 
a total of fourteen hundred dollars.

Selection of Supply. 

The second step wtis the selection of a 
puro milk supply. Having no “certified 


milk” the commission was fortunate In 
having a Wuiker-Gordon Inborstory e*. 
tabUahcd In the city almost simultane¬ 
ously with Itself. After a careful Inspec¬ 
tion of both farm »nd laboratory this was 
accepted a* the source of supply for the 
Initial season. From the first the commis 
slon stood for pure rather than purified 
(pasteurized or sterilised) mltk. and for 
Individual rather than group modifica¬ 
tions. Both of these requirements th« 
Wnlker-Gordon system was able to meet. 
Frequent teets msde by the State Board 
of li.-alth showed a bacteria! contact 
ns low ns tltti p«T cubic centimeter. The 
laboratory, moreover, waa to fill Indi¬ 
vidual prescription* for Infant feeding, 
thus saving th* expense of a central ata 
tlon Prrcrrtige modifications wero fur¬ 
nished the commission at the rjte of 2*» 
cents for each day's feeding, and whole 
milk at b* 5 tw<* n 11 and 12 cents a quart, 
the rotnll price being 15 cents. 

Tho next step w«* the establishment of 
distributing atntlon*. T*n places wer.

He was greeted with 
wild enthusiasm by twelve thousand 
p*v,pie at the old fairgrounds In this 
oltv and by another large crowd at 
Fairvlew. He cam*- here Friday, Oc¬ 
tober 8. 1875. driving through the coun¬ 
try, twenty-five miles, from Clarks¬ 
ville, For three days he remained in 
the city as a gu»**r of Mr. Hunter 
Worn). * a Confederate veteran and 
prominent cltlxcn. A newspaper of 
that day*. In mentioning his appearance 
a.: the fairground*, sayjy "Chcvr after 
cheer went up from th*- multitude nnd 
every expression of sympathy for Mr.

“I'm busy trying Ashing flics." 
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E CCLESIASTICAL manuals *n- 
Join that tables and chalices 
be "coverod with a fair cloth.'* 

I am psfng the word In a house¬ 
wifely sense; that Is, that the 
"cloth". should be free from spot or 
blemish and shining clean. It Is not, 
of necessity, *'flne linen,** such as 
takes before It. In the mind of the 
Bible reader, the "purple,** descrip¬ 
tive of Dives* ungodly pomp. 

I heard a true story the other day of 
a colored preacher's version of the cele¬ 
brated parable. According to him, the 
rich man "fared presumptnously every 
day" , N 

I have use for this Malapropism here 
and now. The housemother who Insists 
that her fair linen must also be fine 
must have a deep purse and keep it well 
filled, or she may be said to "fare pre¬ 
sumptuously" In the century of ad¬ 
vanced and susta|ned prices. Muslin and 
Unen of medium quality, glossy from ths 
smoothing iron and folded evenly when 
not en duty, aro "fairer" than cloths of 
a finer mesh that ere badly laundered 
and laid carelessly on the shelf. This Is 
especially true with tablecloths that are 
awkwardly dealt with. I have In my 
mind s eye a certain household, often 
se»*n In my youth, where the tablecloths 
were always wrinkled and tumbled. 

"Miss Leslie aaye we must not use the 
word mussed.' ** observed a neat neigh¬ 
bor, quoting from her cookbook, "but 
nothing else will describe Sarah's table¬ 
cloths." 

A CAKELESS FOOTMAN 
I wondered, la my Inexperience. why 
this was true, until 1 bethought myself 
to watch the footman as he cleared the 
table after ineala He seized the damask 
cloth (always fine) In the middle, shook 
the crumbs out of door or window and 
"humped" it upon a chiir*or sideboard 
until he was ready to double It up loose¬ 
ly and tuck It Into a drawer, where lAy 
a doxen others, some smooth and clean, 
and beside them those condemned to the 
washtub. I formed the opinion then 
which I maintain up to this present 
writing, namely, that there Is but one 
Tight way of removing a cloth from the 
table. 4 

Imprimis. It should never be shaken 
out of the door or window. The crumbs 
should be removed with a folded nap¬ 
kin. A "scraper” of metal, be It sterling 
or plated abrades the surface in tli^r. 
The crumb brush, however soft. Is sel¬ 
dom perfectly clean. In taking up the 
crumbs It sheds dust. Ths folded nap¬ 
kin neither scratches nor smirches. The 
crumbs removed, the damask must be 
folded In the original ertaaes left by the 
Iron and pat away where It has room 
to Ho out straight. Some canny house¬ 
wives have a separate drawer for the 
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cloth in use, and lay a heavy board upon 
It when therein bestowed. If I dwell 
somewhat at length Upon this essential 
to "fair linen." it Is for economy's sake 
as well as because a smooth cloth Is 
more pleasing to the eye than one that 
Is tumbled—"mussed." as my old friend 
put it. 

GLAZED LI KB PAPER 

Table linen which has been treated to 
a bath of rew starch water and. while 
yet damp. Ironed until th* surface has 
‘X the glace of caldhdored writing paper. 
, keep# clean twice as long as that which 
‘ Is tumbled and shaken rudely, and looks 
well to the last day. From another 
potable housemother I learned that a 
Chance greuse spot may be masked In 
. the Utter hour of active service by rub¬ 
bing chalk Into It before folding. By 
# tho neat time of using, particularly !{ 
the application be made overnight, ths 
alkali has eaten up tha grease. The 
chalking makes the laundresr took 
easier, also. 


pktns must pot be "starched.'* in 
the technical sense of ths term, although 
they take a liner gloss If dipped Into 
the thinnest of starch water, rolled up 
hard, beaten lustily with the fUt to 
Insure evennese of distribution, then 
ironed until the requisite degree of pol¬ 
ish Is produced. They look "fairer** 
and will resist dirt far better than limp 
napkins. For be It romemb^ped at each 
stage ef laundering and using, that 
dust la dirt and that dust Is everywhere. 
It flies oft frem fhs glossy linen* It 
adhere* te the rough-dry. 

The like rule* ebtoln In the manage¬ 
ment of muslin sheets and pillowslips. 
It Is a. luxury to sleep In linen er In 
cambric ^aheeta. ▲ linen pillowcase U 
almost # necessity to healthful slumbers 
on summer nights. It Is a "raust-be" to 
the fevered Invalid. Tet there ef# tens 
of thousand* ef well-conducted homes 
In tjile country where the linen sheet Is 
practically unknown and In which a few 
linen pillow slip# are kept religiously 
for the sickroom. The next beet thing 
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to the cool delldousness of the flaxen 
web Is a cotton aheet. so smooth that It 
feel* (almost; 'kb good as linen and Is 
as comely to behold. \ 

Two correspondents have written to us 
of the saving of the housemother's 
time and of the superior healthfujnes# 
of rough-dry sheets. One represents that 
the pressure of the Iron, forcing the 
flattened threads closely together, pre¬ 
vents ventilation and retalna the Insen¬ 
sible perspiration that should not be 
left to clog the pores. Without entering 
Into a controversy that would leave each 
disputant the more strongly attached to 
her own dogma. I may remark that It 
avails little fur the exudations to Alter 
through the sheet If they be then and 
thero arrested by blanket and counter¬ 
pane. 

ALMOST LIKE A DREAM 

Haven't I told once here of the fond 
desire of my childish dreams tq be a 
queen, and only bocause I was sure that 
she slept every night In clean linen 
afreet* a change for every day In the 
year? The fancy was recalled to me by 
reading, after the death ef the late 
quren ef England, that ahe Indulged In 
the luxury ! hod coveted, and that ahe 
was fastidious with regard to the abso¬ 
lute h moo threes of the sheets. 'i%o 
maids—so ran the tale—spent two hour* 
dally In dipptng the threads that fas¬ 
tened the aheet to the mattress the day 
before and In stitching the fresh lower 
shoot in place. Not a wrinkle must mar 
the fair expanse of fine linen. I give 
the modern edition of the crumpled 
reseVfvf story for what It may bo worth. 

It Is the more credible because every 




one of us would have her bed linen 
changed nightly If she could afford It. 
Apart from the first outlay for the ma¬ 
terial. there would be the laundry bills— 
a bagatelle to queen and multi-million¬ 
aire. but a mountain-high Impediment 
to the fulfilment of our desire. 

With the approach of warm weather 
the craving for fair bed and body linen 
grows upon urn. We read with thought 
that approximates pain the injunctions 
of the theorists who write practical 
housewifely articles for ft woman's 
pago and for "Clever Cookery** and 
"Dorothea's Dofnestlc Diary" upon the 
danger and disgrace of changing body 
linen but twice per week, and bed linen 
but once. *'My clothes abhor me!'* 
"plained poor, tortured Job. We reverse 
the order end hata^our clothes when 
we lay thero off at the close of the long¬ 
est days upon the calendar. Sunday and 
Thursday mornings uro tho happiest 
days of the seven. 

TO ECONOMIZE 

Let us reason together on this point. 
I know, for I, too. have heard them 
discourse. How It stings the self-respect 
of tho woman who must consider the 
laundry bills, or overma her Income con¬ 
tinually. to hearken to the dainty, dis¬ 
dainful prattlo of women who "cannot 
conceive how one can reconcile It to 
ono's sense of decency, not to mcntfbn 
health, to wenr a change of underclothes 
more than one day at a time after June 
first"! One of them habitually refers to 
underwear as ‘internal garment*" In 
iny hearing, and evidently prides her¬ 
self upon the delicate and Ingenious 
phrase. 

And. Indeed, why should not we Imi¬ 
tate their custom while we ridicule 
their speech? Upon removing body linen 
at night, hang each article separately 
where tho sir will visit It freely nil of 
that night and for twenty-four hours 
^thereafter. Keep two sets on hand and 
In alternate use. If they hang tn sn 
airy place during the off day thoy will 
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be sweet and. to all intents and pur¬ 
poses. clean when you put them on. 

Strip tho bed upon rising and hang 
tho sheets tn tho wind. Tako off the 
pillowslips, and when t£* pillows have 
been aired for an hour "Sr more, cover 
them with cases kept for the day. un<$ 
on which you n#ver sleep. Let the night 
set air with the sheets. Turn, beat, and 
throw the mattress across tho footrall 
of the bed, where the air can got at all 
aides of It. and let it remain thus for 
several hours. 

By following these precautions against 


Make your linen "fair" In the begin¬ 
ning. change it as often as you can 
afford to renew it and keep It well aired 
between times.

“SCOOP M THE PINEAPPLE. 

A certain wise hou»**-w'lfe has a wsy 
of cutting pineapple that will be a boon 
to the many women who struggle w*lth 
the knots and “eyes” In the rind of 
the Juicy fruit She doesn’t try to take 
the “eyes” from the pineapple; she 
takes the pineapple from th* “eyes.”

The woman runs back Into 
her house before the police take tin* wife- 
grabber to a hospital. Who fired the shot’ 
The woman's husband? The audience 
thinks so awhile. But he hadn't done It 
Then the brother of the tempted maiden’ 
Maybe, for she was ready to throw her¬ 
self away on the bachelor That theory is 
disproved, though, and the police ain't 
learn tho truth; hut tho author tolls It to 
tile audience when he gets good and 
ready. 

Wlfo Lillian and .Maid Mildred, sisters- 
in-law. arc in a hot and Jealously hateful 
race to tho goal of dishonor, and at tho 
time of tlie shooting Mildred is watehing 
out for Lillian'* Anal lunge to win. Why 
may not the girl have been the shooter? 
Again, no. It wo« a mpn who lingered tn* 
trigger— the liu*hand of a Josephine, al¬ 
ready mrntlomxlwsa u recent acquisition 
by the bachelor from among the wives of 
hts friends. 

"The Game cf Love" Is a comedy with 
Mildred, an emotions* drama vrl»h Lil¬ 
lian and a tragedy with Josephine, be¬ 
sides a plav of detectives and circum¬ 
stantial evidence. It is Ingenious In Us 
plan and scope. But—oh. but—it Is writ¬ 
ten and constructed so amateurishly as 
to get not even the scant appreciation 
due. and all the scorn bestowed on the¬ 
atrical fiascos.

On Sordid Matrimony. 

A drama with the current theme of 
worth against wealth In love, yet in the 
method of its making unlike any of the 
many recent plays on tin* subject of 
sordid mat rime ny. has been presented by 
Robert Mantell as a week's variation 
from his mostly Shakespearean rep¬ 
ertory. The penultimate act runs like 
this: Mantell In the character of a mod* 
cm sculptor turns out three statues that 
sdl for several thousand dollars, und 
with that he goes Into smart society to 
enjoy the pleasures of plaudit for a little 
while. He encounters Marie Booth 
Russell—really his wife, you know, but 
Ul the play an heiress of a fortune bare¬ 
ly sufficient to caxdtaiix'j her for the 
quest of a millionaire to marry Mantell 
lows Ml** Booth fiercely In the muke- 
boljpve, as doubtless he does In actuality, 
fttuf he tells her so. She loves him quite 
ns mildly, but Is loth to let him know 
It, because she has picked out an old 
man of money with whom bo go Into 
matrimony. 

That Is the sentimental condition of 
the affair when the wholesome young 
sculptor and the corrupt old millionaire 


visit the heiress on the same afternoon 
to offer marriage. Miss Booth has 
meant to be cold enough to freexe Man¬ 
tell gut, but the heat of his love melts 
her Icy surface, and out comas from 
her bt art a flood of molten passion. 
However, she has had a bad experience 
as a .poor tr.an'e daughter, and won't re¬ 
peat it as a poor man's wtfn. Bo alia 
holds steadfastly to the millionaire and 
lots go of the sculptor. That Is the gist 
of Chari** Selby's drama of worth 
against wealth In love. Her ensuing sat¬ 
isfaction or regret are not set forth. 

This play gives nothing like a solution 
of any prdhiem of the greed of gold la 
loving miBdeua. U Begins, ttough, with 
a presoatiUJoo of tt In marble statuary 
that Dccotnp* pgntotnlmki Mantell has 
ust fintabed the three image* of b<yuitt- 
_'ul women.. and likes them so well thgt 
he dislikes to deliver thorn to the pur¬ 
chaser While thinking about tt he falls 
asleep and dreams that he and his studio 
are away back in mediaeval Athens; that 
the patron of his art. the wealthiest man 
In Greece, inedsts on taking away what 
he ho* bought, despite the sculptor's ro- 

S ueet that he take back his cash and leave 
i:o stone women behind, for their maker 
has fallen passionately in love with them, 
especially the oo* for which Marie Booth 
Russell poses. Mis* Booth's six feet of 
configuration, the fine tooe whitened, the 
graceful anus bared, the ankles and feet 
seemingly so. and the body lightly 
swathed. Is ceusfiy the dominant statue— 
and It la to her that Mantell directs a 
frenzied appeal 

Will the creatures of his genius remain 
with him who«e soul conceived them, 
whose heart Imbues them, and remain 
with hi# love in his humble studio? Or 
will they rather go to the gorgeous palace 
of tho Croehus who will display them with 

? iride, but not cherish them with any af- 
ectlon? The rich buyer has ain*eed to 
abide by their decision, and awaits it in 
confident alienee. The agitated sculpt .r 
falls on hi* knees and Implore* them to 
abide with him. They turn slowly from 
him toward* hi* rival, and Use taller one 
stretches out her arms to the man with 
the prioe to purchase her.

REPORTERS WRITE THE BEST PLAYS

a third and half a century ago, you prob¬ 
ably have not guessed that I am writing 
about "The Marble Heart.'* an emotion¬ 
al classic once deemed Important In tits 
repertoires of such actors as I>avcnport, 
Barrett, the Wailacks, and Edwin Ad¬ 
ams It looks rusty now, and I fancy, al¬ 
most that It smells rusty. It Is timed and 
placed In the Far is of "Camille," yet 
lacks altogether the modernity of that 
play. The h**ro and the heroine stalk on 
stilts while declaiming their sentiments. 
I recall Barrett's and Adams' perform¬ 


ances of Raphael distinctly. Robert Man- 
tell's is no deviation In stately aonoroalty. 
Neither Raphael, nor Marco, nor the Vol- 1 *

A correspondent puts the question c 
"What Is the secret of ths success of 
newspaper writers as playwrights?** A 
big and Interesting problem is Involved 
here. The question. In fact, bears upon 
a revolution not only In the making of 
plays but of the theater as a whole. BtlU 
more, it has an application to our de¬ 
velopment in the last twenty-five years 
a* a nation of newspaper readers. 
Thomas. Armstrong. I^rbea, WkJker, Bu¬ 
chanan, Moffett, l\>llfx'k. Browne. Harris, 
Mapca. Davis and Foster all are graduates 
of the newspaper office. It Is the excep¬ 
tion to-day to find a play written by & 
man without newspaper experience, where 
a couple of decades ago exactly the oppo¬ 
site was the case. Mora and more news¬ 
paper workers are rising to undisputed 
power In playraaklng, and the condition 
is not Isolated In America, but covers 
England. France and Germany. Again. 
Franz Molnar. author of "The Devil," Is a 
newspaper editor In Budapest. 

The explanation of all this lies in tho 
wonderful growth of the rnoderu news¬ 
paper. Even actors themselves hsve 
been unable to resist the present trend. 
The big. militant newspaper of to-day 
has killed off the last or the picturesque 
actors of a generation ago. .lie typo 
now I* found only in fiction and comic 
weeklies. The old actor reflect«»d the 
aspect of the stage of his youth, in 
those remote days the playwright gave 
hlmeelf to flowery phrase*. He poured 
out adverbs and sajectives In a flood; 
he nurd long and overweighted sen¬ 
tences. He wrote In the florid style of 
Laura Jean 1 thbey and of Archibald 
Clavering Ounter. who spoke of 
"twinkling ankles," and of "brilliant, 
dasallng. alluring and bewitching eyes." 
I)Jon Bouoicault. at the height of his 
popularity, employed extravagant lan¬ 
guage. In private life the actors of the 
time lived out the characters they Inter¬ 
preted. At that time, too. the newspa¬ 
per style of writing ran to hyperbola 
and fantastic flourishes. Then catnn 
transformation In the newspaepr field. 
It ’ has been followed ntaurally by a 
transformation in the theater, and the 
rise of newspaper men as the most suc¬ 
cessful playwrights. 

The popular play of to-day is written In 
newspaper English. There Is deliberate 
evasion of adverbs and adjectives. Sen¬ 
tence* ore crisp and natural. The phras¬ 
ing Is that of the mon In the street. The 
style is simple sanity, but it is no easy 
thing to learh to write with simplicity 
and directness, hence the present ascend¬ 
ency of the newspaper writer In tho 
drama. There is a completeness about the 


dialogue of such men as Fitch and Klein. 
This Is the plain result of training In 
reportotial work Fitch and Klein have 
never rolled up their shirtsleeves and sat 
down at a typewriter to pound out ths 
news of & divorce trial or of a mysterious 
murder. They have never hnd the ad¬ 
vantage of observing the Improvement 
wrought In their copy by a merciless 
cop5*reader. and the proof of this is to be 
discerned In their ragged sentences. 

It takns several years to turn out a 
competent newspaper man. and his edu- 
'oatlon lies chiefly In the development of 
his own critical faculty That Is, the 
thorough newspaper man arrive* when 
ho Is able to take up a pencil and cut bis 
own copy to pieces. Take the plays of 
the reporters now drawing royalties and 
It will be »oen they show careful edit¬ 
ing. The truth U. toe reporter has taken 
the lead as a writer of plays because he 
has been trained a* his own critic Tho 
vanity that everything he write* must bo 
good has been pounded out of his lieiid in 
a hard school. He has been taught his 
lesson*by the dolly rejection, perhaps, of 
storl*** which he was positive were 
classics when he first handed them to his 
editor. He forgets pride In himself after 
a fow of his stories have bran rewrit¬ 
ten by older head*. To remain a news¬ 
paper man ho la forced to become a stu¬ 
dent of himself, and the playwright who 
has this self-critical tratnlng is the one 
who wing audiences nine times out of 
ten. Thomas, Armstrong. Forbes. Walter 
and all tho rest provr* that. It would 
pay Klein, even at this late day, to 
submit himself for a period to the chas¬ 
tening process of tho newspaper office. 

Walter says that any reporter who 
can write a good account of a murder 
ran write a good play. Then 1* a grain 
of truth in that, nlthough Waller errs in 
making his statement general. His strict 
meaning is that tho reporter will turn 
out a good play providing lie has the In¬ 
stinctive gift for framing a dramatic 
•lory. Tho great majority of the suc¬ 
cessful plays now on view arc purely 
newspaper plays, and tho Influence of 
the newspaper is shown In tho avemgo 
actor. The trend 1* toward tho pructh al, 
and ths actor has lost his picturesque- 
ness, and no longer Invites ridicule as 
an irresponsible fellow approaching a 
vagabond. Ho Is well-groomed, clean- 
cut, and ho would be tho first to si off 
at a florid outpouring of words. He re¬ 
flect* the plays In which he appears. He 
goes regularly to tho barber; ho Is quick 
and pointed In his conversation, he 
stund* for a new order of things. Tho 
later-day nmgreas of the theater, in a 
word, has Wen that of tho modem news¬ 
paper—I Now York Press.

They guvo ropt 
attention to the ensuing action, which 
seemed to satisfy them as well as any 
of the best of present play writing on 
the same themo could ha vs done. For 
how could a drama become obsolete to 
them when In Its vision prologue U In¬ 
troduced Dlogeoas going about Athens 
with his lantern in search of an ton eat 
rqnn. denouncing wealth ns Imperson¬ 
ated by ths landlord who had evicted him 
from nls barrel, and predicting that at 
somo remote era a free press would bo 
evolved by the progress of civilization to 
fight for ths rights of the poor?

‘The popularity of a negro first part 
easily and scientifically explained,"

Glut . "Fow poople, however, take tto' 
trouble to analyse the reason for Its pop¬ 
ularity. A minstrel first part Is a con* 
pact form of entertainment lasting front 
an hour to an hour and a half anti It 
contains all of the entertulnlrig features 
of the theater. It I* rhoped on the old- 
«'»t mod-1, that of early Greece. Thcr* 
1* a single spekesmi n, or interlocutor, 
ami there Is the chorus. Every line that 
1* *p*»Kt»n is with the definite Intent of 
pccurlng a laugh, und In a well man- 
awed fit at part this Intention Is success¬ 
ful. That pnrt of the hour and s hall 
which is not humorcus dialogue is mue 
Icul, und think what a variety of music 
I* given’ It la bpth vocal and lnatru- 
mental, sentimental and comic, solos and 
conceited numbers, melody and refrain. 
Added to this there I* generally a done© 
or two. with now and then a little col¬ 
lision between the Interlocutor and end 
non or between end men themselves^ 
which ha* a dramatic flavor, so that th* 
public get* everything that the thearsr 
ha* to offer presented In s tabloid form. 

"The burnt cork vpnn the feices of th* 
men is an import ant (> 0 x 1 to this suocs&s. 
It furnishes a kind of mask which doc* 
not entirety obliterate the player, but 
*b»e* disguise him sufficiently to gl\* 
that little rlevor of romance and imper¬ 
sonality which 1* so essential. 

"In my opinion, negro minstrelsy 
rreched it* perfection In the dav* of 
Hnvcrly.

* That w as minstrelsy, and. In my opin¬ 
ion. minstrelsy to be effective must Mill 
follow tjiat model. Whenever there 1* an 
attempt to present the minstrel* without 
cork on the face or to put them In court 
w.gs or into the xtlli knee breeches and 
doublets of Louis le Grand, there ia a 
momentary pleasing of the eye, which Is 
all that is gained, and there has be^n 
lost nearly everything that made min¬ 
strelsy rop.iUr. 

"If. In Its R>rthcom!ng gambol, the 
1-imlw Oub follows my advice. It will 
stick to the old dress and the old form.

Kan&as City, Mo.. May 29.—(Special ] 
—Thomas T. Crittenden. Sr., the for¬ 
mer Missouri Governor, who. In 1882. 
broke up the notorious band of guer¬ 
rillas and train robbers heuded by Jesse 
and Trunk James, died shortly after 
6 o'clock this morning at hit* home In 
this city. He had been critically 111 
since Thursday afternoon, when he was 
stricken with apoplexy at the Amer¬ 
ican Association baseball game at As¬ 
sociation Park.

killed In St. Joseph for tnc reward, the 
Crittenden family afterward made rep¬ 
aration. Young Jesse James. In fact, 
owes all his success to T. T. Critten¬ 
den, Jr., son of the former Governor, 
and now Mayor of Knnsaa City. About 
fifteen years ago young James was a 
penniless boy on the streets of Kansas 
City. He wanted employment, but did 
not know how to find It. One morning 
he saw an '‘ad" In a newspaper for an 
office boy.

Other boys were ahead of him nnd still 
others arrived.

Thomas T. Crittenden was born in 
Shelby county, Ky.. January 2. 1832. 
His uncle, John J. Crittenden, wha Gov¬ 
ernor of and Senator from Kentucky, 
and he, himself, was a brother of 
"Will*' Crittenden, who was shot In 
Havana in 1862 for par Uel pat Ion in 
the Ill-fated Lopes expedition for the 
deliverance of Cuba from Spanish rule. 

Crittenden was graduated from Cen¬ 
tre College at Dunville In 1855 He 
studied law* under hut distinguished un¬ 
cle, John J Crittenden, and Inter un¬ 
der Utorge W. Craddock and John Hod¬ 
man, both mm of eminent Vgai attain- 
ir.trts. He married Mis Carrie W. 
Jackson at Frankfort, No^mber 137 
1S66, and in 1659 moved with h’s fam- 
Uly to Lexington, Mo., w»*>r* hi 
became one of the foremu*: im mbers 
of th** bar. eminent for ability ai d 
learning He was for a while a part¬ 
ner of John A S Tott. The LafayeUo 
county bar was noted for its talent 
imd brilllnr.cy.

Espoused Cause of Union. 

When the Civil War began he es¬ 
poused the Union cause and was ap¬ 
pointed a lieutenant colonel in the 
Seventh CnvoKy, Missouri State Militia, 
with John F. Philips, now Judge of 
the Federal Court at Kansas City, as 
colonel Crittenden served until the 
end of the war, being mustered out at 
St. Louis, April i, 1865. On the e- 
turn of peace he resumed the practice 
of law at Warrenaburg with Gen. F. 
M. Cockrell, since United States Sena¬ 
tor, for a partner He actively ex¬ 
erted himself to bring about a restora¬ 
tion of fraternal feeling among the 
people and commended himself by the 
generous spirit In which he treated the 
questions which divided them.

Long In Public Life. 


At the death of Ackman Welch. At¬ 
torney General Crittenden was appoint¬ 
ed to All out his unexpircd term. In 
1872 he was elected to Congress from 
the Seventh district over S. S. Burditt 
by a majority of 1,571 votes. In 1874 
Crittenden was again a candidate, but 
after 690 ballots and the withdrawn! of 
one of his opponents. John F. Philips 
received the nomination. Crittenden 
was elected again In 1876. During his 
two terms he was distinguished for hi*, 
boldness And skill as a debater and 
parliamentarian and able champion¬ 
ship of the Interests of the West. 

• • • 

Elected Governor In 1880. 


In 1880 he was elected Governor on 
the Democratic ticket otrdr D. R Dyer. 
Republican candidate. He served to 
the cm! of his four years* t«*rm. His 
administration was distinguished by 
the energetic measures he used for 
breaking up the Jamies gong of bank 
and train robbers, which had carried 
on operations almost unhindered for 
thirteen years. Crittenden offered a 
reward of $5,000 *ach for Jes** James 
nnd Frank James, dead hr alive This 
llheral proposition soon resulted in the 
killing of Jesse James, who wn* living 
In St. Joseph under the name of How¬ 
ard. by Bob and Charles Ford, young 
men who lived near the James family 
homestead In Clay county, and wore 
understood to be in process of coach¬ 
ing by the outlaw for future service 
with the band. 

Bob Ford rhot James to death while 
the bandit leader had his hack turned 
The reward was paid to the Fords by 
the 8tn*«\ A few months Inter Frank 
James startled Gov. Crittenden by ap¬ 
pearing In the Executive office at Jef¬ 
ferson City nncl surrendering. Ho did 
this at the Instance of the late Frank 
0*N«t). a St. trills newspaper man. 
Frank James stood trial on a murder 
charge in connection with a railroad 
train robbery In Northern Missouri 
and was acquitted Crittenden’s action 
In offering the big reword for the 
James boys caused the overthrow* of 
the outlaw* gang. 

• • • 

Settled Big Itiilroad Claim. 

Gov. Crittenden had the satisfaction 
of bringing about a settlement of the 
claim of the State against the Hanni¬ 
bal and St. Jos* ph railroad for $3,000,- 
000 bonds loaned to It In 1851-55. The 
road paid the claim In full, with Inter¬ 
est. 

Gov. Crittenden was know*n as the 
handsomest chief executive Missouri 
has had. He was a stalwart, dignified 
courtly man. and In his later years his 
gray mustache and hair enhanced his 
fine appearance.

Minister To Mexico. 


During the second administration of 
President Cleveland, Crittenden was 
United States Minister to Mexico, and 
rendr-r* d valuable **• rvi<-. t<. his «. 
try between the two republics. At the 
close of h(s diplomatic career he re¬ 
turned to Missouri and established his 
homo in Known* City, where he had 
since purctlced his profession' nnd oc¬ 
cupied a prominent position at the liar, 
In religion lie was a Presbyterian of 
the old school.

Farmer’s Wife and Two Daughters

Jamestown. N. P.. May 29.—Tills city 
and Ypsilnntl, a village thirteen miles 
HoJth of here, wore visited by a terrific 
wind and rUn storm this afternoon, which 
developed Into a tornado near YpallanU. 
causing the death of nt least three per¬ 
sons and Injury to several others, And 
damaging property to the extent of many 
thonsond* of dollar*. 

The farm house of George Graves, gear 
YpeihtnM, wn* blown Into the James 
River and Mm Grave* and her two young 
daughter* were killed The tornado de¬ 
molished all the buildings of the James- 
town Fair Association, wrecked port of 
the Russell-Miller Flour Mill and ik*- 
stroyrd a Urge port of the Northern 
Pacific roundhouse, burying u number of 
locomotives under the debris and Injur¬ 
ing a number of Italians who sotight safe¬ 
ty from the storm In the roundhouse 
The tornado followed the James River 
the entire distance from Ypsiianti. de¬ 
stroying many farm buildings and dam¬ 
aging other property The loss to the 
Jamestown Fnlr Association is $50,000 
and the loss In Stutsman county will ag¬ 
gregate 150.000. 


CEASE RUNNING CARS . 
WHEN NIGHT COMES ON 


EVANSVILLE STREET CAR 
STRIKE PROVES QUIET AFFAIR. 


Evansville. Ind.. May 29.—(Special.! 
—Fearing that violence might be at¬ 
tempted along the crowded streets to¬ 
night. the officials of the Evansville 
and Southern Indiana Traction Com¬ 
pany did not run any cars over the 
city lines after 6 o’clock. Thousand* of 
shopper* were out. and the streets 
wore packed and the company decided 
to send all cars to the sheds until 
morning. 

All the property of the traction com¬ 
pany Is being guarded to-night. Chief 
of Police Fred H. Brennecke and his 
officers congratulated themselves early 
this evening over the fact that no seri¬ 
ous outbreaks had occurred In the city 
since the strike started this morning. 
In all. eight arrests were made during 
the day. This afternoon a large pile of 
clujJS and rubbish was placed on the 
outer Walnut street line, and the cars 
had to turn back. Chief Brennecke 
dispatched Detectives Hougland. Swee¬ 
ney. Heeger and Peck to the scene and 
they arrested six small boys and one 
girl, and they were hauled to the 
police station. Those arrested were 
Nora Kaylor, aged 16. employed at a 
local cigar factory ; Allen Klelmer. aged 
19; Lou Is Mayer, aged 9; John Angel, 
aged 10; George Haffet. aged 10; E. O. 
Winkler, aged 10, and Roy • Llpkle. 
aged 9. 

Early in the day James Miller, mem¬ 
ber of the local Icemen’s Union, and n 
prominent labor leader, was arrested 
nnd released on $200 bond, it Is said he 
Jumped down off his wagon ns a car 
passed and threw his Ice hooks through 
the front of the car. almost hitting 
the motorman. Miller said he got 
angry because a “scab" motorman even 
looked at him. Cars ran on almo'st 
schedule time In the uptown districts 
this morning, and this afternoon n few 
ear* ran on the West Side. At 3 o'clock 
n car started to make the run to How¬ 
ell, Ind.. two mile* distant, and when 
the car reached trie top of Coal Mine 
Hill \\ turned back, as a crowd of men, 
supposed to be strike sympathisers, 
was stationed on the hill at the edge 
of the woods, and the car crew, not 
wishing any trouble, decided to bring 
their car back t« the city. 

Several hundfed people rode on the 
cars to-day, and the strikers claim 
that many of them were 'Mummies” 
and were hired to ride. Special officers 
were stationed along Main street to- 
night by Chief Brennecke to disperse 
crowds that gath* red on the street cor¬ 
ners. On Washington avenue, one of 
the prominent re*‘dent thoroughfares 
of the city this morning, foelcty wom¬ 
en picked llowers and carried them to 
the nonunion crewd* on the cars. 


FIREMEN TO 
RESUME WORE

Railway Strike In Georgia 
Is Declared Off. • 


hxact Terms of Agreement 
Not Made Public. 


Conditions Are Satisfactory 
To Both Sides. 


CONCESSIONS ALL AROUND. 


Atlanta. Oa., May 29.—Th© strike of 
the firemen on the Georgia Railroad 
was officially declared off at 2 o’clock 
this afWrnoon. An hour and a half 
later the first train after the resumption 
of service was sent out of Augusta 
with a negro fireman in the cab. 

The terms of the settlement were not 
officially given out. but It was learned 
rj.at they are substantially as follows: 

The men to return to work under con¬ 
ditions existing at the time the strike 
began, until final adjustment is made. 

All negro firemen at the terminal sta¬ 
tion* will be dispensed with. 

All discharged brotherhood firemen 
will be reinstated. 

Three other points are yet to be de¬ 
cided as follows: 

First—Whether negro firemen shall 
be eliminated In the road. 

Second—If not eliminated, what per. 
ccntage of nagnoes there shall be. 

Third—Seniority of negro firemen 
over white firemen. 

These other questions are to be dis¬ 
cussed to-night and if they are ad¬ 
justed they will be settled by arbitra¬ 
tion under the Erdman act. 

• • • 

Satisfactory To All. 

The statement ts made that condi¬ 
tions are eminently satisfactory to both 
sides The settlement of the strike was 
announced In a statement signed by 
Msrtln A. Knapp, chairman of the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission, and 
Charles P. Neill, United States Labor 
Commissioner. It said: 

"An amicable adjustment of the dif¬ 
ferences between the Georgia Railroad 
and its empk>y«**7 who have been qn 
strike hus been reached on a basis emi¬ 
nently satisfactory to both side*. The 
strike has been called off and complete 
train service Is to be resumed immedi¬ 
ately.” 

• * • 

AJ1 Points Discussed. 


This statement was the result of a 
conference between Chairman Knapp, 
Commissioner ' Nelli, General Manager 
Scott, of the Georgia Railroad; Vice 
President Ball, of the Firemen's organi¬ 
zation. The conference lasted from 11 
a m. until 2 p. m , and every point of 
Issue between the railroad and Its em¬ 
ployes was carefully discussed. Neith¬ 
er General Manager Scott nor Vice Pres¬ 
ident Ball would give any Information 
a* to the terms of the agreement. Com¬ 
missioner Nelli said, however, that both 
sides made concessions. He added fur¬ 
ther that he did not believe a complete 
statement would be made before next 
week. It Is generally understood that 
the railroad agrees to recognise the 
seniority of white firemen and that the 
employment of certain negro firemen, 
who have been with the noad many 
year* will be contluued. After they are 
retired, no other blacks Vll! be permit¬ 
ted to fire. 

• • • 

Federal Action Imminent. 


Had there not been a settlement of 
the strike this afternoon. It can he 
stated thut Federal Interference was 
Imminent. It Is reported that both 
sides were notified that some adjust¬ 
ment must be reached by 6 o’clock to¬ 
day. or the Federal courts would Uikc 
cognizance of the situation. This prob¬ 
ably would hove meant Injunctions, 
which. In the present temper of the 
residents of the strike district, almost 
certainly meant resistance and possible 
violation of the Injunction, and speedi¬ 
ly thereafter the arrival of United 
States troops. 

• • • 

Lasted Thirtsn Days. 

The strike commenced on May 17. 
and lasted thirteen days. It was 
caused by the attempt of the company 
to put negro firemen on the best runs 
In the place df 'white firemen, who were 
given Inferior runs or made substitutes. 
The men presented a new agreement to 
General Manager Scott, demanding 
that he recognise the seniority of white 
firemen over blacks, ond thus practi¬ 
cally do away with the negroes in the 
cabs. Scott refused, claiming that he 
had no authority to sign such an agree¬ 
ment. The men looked In vain for some 
official who hnd authority, and falling 
to find one, struck. General Manager 
Scott retaliated by practically annull¬ 
ing all trains, and thus tying up traf¬ 
fic. After a few days, the situation be¬ 
came grave In some communities. Food 
supplies ran low and no new stocks 
could he secured. The necessaries of 
life were hauled In wagons and auto¬ 
mobiles No ‘mails were sent or re¬ 
ceived, and even funerals were pre¬ 
vented.

It was. of course, mailed 
before It was known In Conyers that 
the strike had been declared off. 


TIDfc TURNS AGAIN 
AGAINST THE “DRYS” 


The sentiment of tho communities 
was with the strikers, because the prin¬ 
ciple of the race question was Involved. 
In some place*, mass meetings were 
held, and It was resulved to do with¬ 
out mails and to haul food in wagon* 
rather than have the Mack men In the 
cabs of the trains. They threatened 
to do violence to any negro fireman 
found In n rah. The railroad officials 
finally sent out mall trains with ne¬ 
groes at the fire box. «Th»-se were per¬ 
mitted to move unmolested, but when 
the attempt was made to move freight* 
there were assaults and throwing 
stones. Several firemen were Injured, 
two or three negro firemen whipped, 
and two engineer* hurt.

JOHN SVANBERG WINS THE 

INTERNATIONAL MARATHON. 


Swedish Champion Beats Johnny Hayes and Other of 
World’s Greatest Long Distance Runners. 


C HICAGO. May 29.—John Svanberg. 

the Swedish champion, won the 
International Marathon Derby to¬ 
day against a field of eight of 
the world’s beet long-distance runners. 
The champion’s time was 2 hours 48 min¬ 
utes it 1-6 seconds. This was more than 
eight minutes slower than Henri SL Yves’ 
times In the New York Marathon. SL 
Yves led the race to-day until the fif¬ 
teenth mile was passed, when he was 
forced to drop out of the race on account 
of a blistered foot. St. Yves was 60 sec¬ 
onds abend of Svanberg. The Swede 
passed him In a sprint and 8t. Yves fell. 
It looked as though Svanberg had tripped 
the Frenchman, but St. Yves explained 
after be had limped off the track that 
he could not have run any further any¬ 
way. 

Johnny Hayes finished second in 
2 52:57 2-5. Fred Appleby, an Englishman, 
finished third In 2:01:07 2-6. After the 
accident to St. Yves Svanberg kept the 
lead until the end. Tom longboat, the 
OJlbway Indian, dropped out of the race 
after the fourteenth mile. He explained 
that be felt tbe effects of an old sunstroke 
and did not dare run any more. The oth¬ 
er* who finished In order were: Matt 
Maloney, fourth; Simpson, the Canadian 
Indian, fifth, and Alex Thiti'au. the Chi¬ 
cago amateur who turned professional f^r 
this race, last Tbe crowd poured into 
the track and carried tbe winner away 
on ihe.r shoulders.

HE athletes of tho Kentucky In¬ 
stitution for the Blind, fresh from 
their victory In the national con¬ 
test of schools for the blind, had 
Uttle trouble In winning their fifth un- 
nual track and field meet, which wu» 
held on the Institution's field yester¬ 
day afternoon. The blind boys scored 
flft^tln# points In the twelve events, 
while Manual took eighteen points. 

The team work of the Blind School 
athletes was excellent and demonstrated 
beyond a doubt that the team which lus? 
represented the Institution this year can 
hold Its own with any High School team 
in the country. 

The work of Abe Roth in the dashes 
was magnificent and the fast time of 
3 3-6 seconds In the fifty and 7 2-5 sec¬ 
onds In the seventy-five-yiyd dash proves 
thl* High School boy to bo the fastest 
short-distance sprinter in this section of 
the country. Itolh won tho fifty-yard 
dash with ease, but had some difficulty in 
beating Smith, of the Blind School, in 
the sevcnty-flvc-yarU dash. Clarence 
Beutel, Manual's crock splinter, failed to 
compete on account of a recent Injury. 
Elijah Brown, who has represented the 
Blind School on the athletic field for the 
past five years, wound up his athletic ca¬ 
reer yesterday by making the highest in¬ 
dividual score and clearing ten feet one 
luch In the standing broad Jump, breaking 
the former record of nine f**t ten and 
one-half Inches.

Tenn., ‘May 29.—Jack 
Kdrlngton. of Memphis, won 
the Southern Golf Association 
championship by defeating 
George C. Oliver, of Birmingham, by 8 up 
and 7 tu play In the finals at the Memphis 
Country Club to-day.

When Edrtngton holed 
a 16-foot putt for a halve In 5 at the 
twenty-ninth hole he won the honor so 
much coveted by all golfers south of the 
Mason and Dixon line. 

That EdHngton's victory Is popular h#re 
goes almost without saying. Everyone 
In Memphis cheered hard for him to win, 
but It was especially Uie older men that 
rejoiced. Kdrlngton Is 47 years old and 
probably the oldeet man that qualified In 
the tournament. That his victory Is well 
earned Is shown by the fact that he won 
the cup for the qualifying score in a play¬ 
off with Kills Knowles and since then has 
won two matches by one up after the 
hardest sort of battles. Ho. defeated 
Knowles in the xemt-finaJs by one up. and 
the only time that Kdrlngton had the 
lead In that match was the end.

The Louisville branch of the Wom¬ 
an's Auxiliary* of the Kentucky Hu¬ 
mane Society, which has been given 
an Impetus by discussions at meetings 
of the various branches of woman's 
clubs, and by the selection of Mr*. 
William Harrison as president, ha* 
mapped out a programme of aggressive 
work for the jfomlng year. While the 
Humane Society, provided for by stat¬ 
ute. has been organized and at work 
in Loulsvlle for several year-, it is be¬ 
lieved by the auxiliary that the Held Is 
not well covered, nnd that an educa¬ 
tional crusade should be mad© through¬ 
out the State, while more aggressive 
work should be done In Louisville. 

One of the purpose* of the new ad¬ 
ministration. headed by Mrs. Harrison, 
and with a splendid board to support 
her, Is to provide for more public 
drinking fountain* and to keep those 
already in use In better shape. Still 
another plan, and one In vogue in other 
cities, Ih what Is known as "the Red 
Farm" plam This Is to provide a farm 
where worn-out hones and mules can 
be taken and cared for when the so¬ 
ciety's agent* find them in the hand* 
of owners who cannot provide for them. 

Another feature bting discussed Is 
wnat |* known as a ’ Workhorse Pa¬ 
rade." in which nothing but work¬ 
horse* and mule* are eligible. The 
purpose of such a parade 1 * to engender 
« pride in work stock on tho part of 
drivers and hostlers. Prizes ar© to be 
given for certain standards of merit. 
The plans are not yet completed. 

The auxiliary, under the new regime 
of officials. Is preparing to begin an 
educational crusad© and do organize 
throughout the State Special attention 
Is now' being paid to conditions In the 
city, and the laws against all forms of 
cruelty to animals are to be strictly 
enforced. Not only are the present 
law'* to be watched and enforced, but 
an effort will be made when the next 
legislature convenes, to put through 
other muchwneeded measures. 

Mrs. Harrison, discussing conditions 
that have come to the attention of the 
auxiliary In the past few months, said: 

"We Intend to see to it that the laws 
against cruelty to animals are better 
enforced out In the State. In many 
towns there 1 s absolutely no attention 
paid to these law*, and persons are 
permitted to overwork, underfeed and 
shamefully treat the!r stock "

May ^.-Battling 
Nelson, of Illinois, knocked out 
Dick Hyland, of California, this 
afternoon In th© twenty-third 
of a scheduled forty-A ve-round 
Th© contest Was on* of the most 
vicious ever seen in a local ring. Th© AgM 
was fairly even up to th© thirteenth 
round, after which Nelson took th© lesd 
Hyland was knocked out by a left hook 
to the stomach after h© had been flooded 
several times In th© two preceding rounis. 

Throughout a dozen round* Hyland an 1 
the champion hammered each other with 
vicious swings *tul upper cuts that cu 
short all promise of a forty-flve-round 
contest. In th© early stages Hyland was 
th© master, although It could not be eolJ 
whether or not Nelson was extending 
himself. During th© last three rounds, 
however, th© Dan© went after his oppo¬ 
nent without an Instant's rest, kno knj 
him down time after limo and ataggerln; 
the game CaSlfornlnn with btlndlng vol¬ 
leys of right and left swings to th© head, 
\ arjed by an occasional* crushing stralgut 
left to the stomach. In the Anal round 
Hyland was almost at the champion's 
mercy. 

Nelson frequently offered his face a* a 
target while he tried for body blows, but 
only after the flght was half over.

It Is In the al¬ 
leged disregard of a preliminary order 
in the some action, ope against Willis 
Kenedy, building superintendent of the 
theater, that the contempt cases occur. 

/ At 'Epd of a Busy Day. 

The arresi of the flve men and their 
appearance In court came at the fag 
end of a busy day for the attorneys in¬ 
terested In the case and for Frank Car- 
roll itnd Chrirt Mueller, district detec¬ 
tive# connected with the office of the 
Common wealth's Attorney- The five 
were arrested after the detectives hod 
watted on the outside of tho theater 
for two hours and a half and af ter a 
door bail been slammed shut In the 
faces of tfre same officers when, at noon, 
th»;y attempted to serve the w-rlt citing 
the workmen for contempt The court 
proceeding*' did dot last long but were 
exceedingly serious. 

Mr. Baird, who with Mr. Benvlnger. 
Is attorney for the defense, opposed all 
through the various steps which drew 
the not closer around the flve prisoners. 
To his objections. In which Mr Baird 
took advantage of every possible tech¬ 
nicality Kf hfk favor. Judge Gordon 
turned a deaf ear. declaring that the 
spirit as welt a* the letter of the order 
of his ©ourt must be obeyed. He over¬ 
ruled Mr. Baird's motion to quash the 
order of arrest and wo* not disposed at 
all. until Mr Baird gnve his unequivocal 
word that no work would he don# until 
Monday morning, at |e«st. to pa*s the 
case for a hearing then. 

• • • 

Orders Must Be Obeyed. 

I am not an anarchist, cither Ju¬ 
dicial or otherwise." said Judge Gordon, 
"but I demand that the orders of this 
court shall be enforced according to the 
letter and to the law 

Somewhere." he continued, "there Is 
a clear cut. distinct and determined in¬ 
tent to evade If not disregard the or¬ 
ders of this oo«rt If there Is a law 
and it can be found that will serve to 
stop work on that theater, that con¬ 
struction shall stop." 

Mr Baird pleaded that the flve de- 
fend an ts were not concerned In the or¬ 
der of the court to cease work; that 
they were In no way connected with 
Kennedy. Who#* work on the building, 
he raid. Is finished Instead they were 
elottlicUns. at w^rk under a separate 
license and a separate ordinance, he said, 
and affected In no way by the court’s 
ixrtTtr They were merely putting up 
the cleotrl© wires on the etngr. he said, 
and had nothing to do with the con- 
stryction of the theater.

Mr. Baird Says No Subterfuge. 

MiNflalrd Insisted that there was no 
subterfuge about The defense, aud that 
he wanted to be absolutely candid. 
Judge Gordon, however, sgverai times 
pointed out that hi® order had been 
made to preserve matters at the the¬ 
ater in statu quo. and that somebody 
had disregarded It nnd that somebody 
must answer. 

Lorraine Mix. Assistant Common¬ 
wealth's Attorney, stated fo the court 
that Mr Mueller could L -tlfy thaLonc 

o£ ihu live men at the b«ur had pocn 


at work In the theater on Thursday 
afternoon when he served the restrain¬ 
ing order. This order he first prof¬ 
fered A. C. Ersklne. who referred him, 
he said, fo the ’•boss.” Kennedy him¬ 
self. Again on Friday Mr. Mueller 
said he saw Krsklne at work, and found 
him so engaged when the officer# en¬ 
tered the theater yesterday afternoon. 
■ At first Judge Gordon indicated that 
he would only let the other four of the 
primmer# go over until to-morrow 
morning, but later, on the suggestion 
of the Commonwealth'# attorneys that 
they were willing, he let Krsklne ulso 
go until then. 

• • • 

Issues Contempt Buie. 

On the strength of affidavits filed by 
the Commonwealth earlier In the day 
to the effect that work was going on 
at the Gaiety Theater in spite of the 
temporary restraining order Issued 
Friday, Judge Gordon Issued the con¬ 
tempt rule against Willi# Kennedy. Os¬ 
car Dunn and all other persona en¬ 
gaged in work on the building, making 
the rule returnable at 12 o’colck. 

Joseph M Huffaker. Commonwealth's 
Attorney, alleged In his affidavits that 
the ruling of the court was being fla¬ 
grantly violated, and that the work¬ 
men. having closed wtnodw# and doors, 
were working busily upon the theater. 
A man named Kamcrer and one 
called Erakln# were also named specif¬ 
ically In the affidavit. Th* rule was 
placed in the hands of the Sheriff for 
Immediate service. 

Commonwealth's Detectives Frank 
Carroll and Christ Mueller wore given 
the papers to serve, nnd they made 
their way to the theater. The front 
door wa# shut, and when they went 
to the rear, a head was seen protrud¬ 
ing from the door, after the manner 
of n lookout. Carroll ran for the door, I 
and slipped hi* hand Into thr opening. 
The door was slammed to on his hand, 
severely pinching his fingers. The two, 
detectives then took up their station 
at ihe door. 

Leaving Mr. Carroll to watch, Mr 
Mueller went back to the courthouse, 
making his return on the pi»i>#r he 
had as to 4rhat had happened. The 
question thoh was taken up befor* 
Judge Gordon by the Commonwealth's 
Attorney*, who secured the order of 
arrest This order was granted on mo¬ 
tion of Joseph M. Huffaker. Common¬ 
wealth's Attorney, nnd authorized the 
officer#. If necessary, to breuk In tb* 
doors of the theater to make the* ur- 
rest of any person found at work. It 
Is couched In the following language: 

"On motion of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky by J M Huffaktr. Common- 
wealth’s Attorney, the jrule issued here¬ 
in (referring to the rule citing the al¬ 
leged workers for contempt Issued 
earlier and not served) la made abso¬ 
lute ns to Oscar Dunn. Kamerer and 
all other parties at work upon the 
Gniety Theater building, and It Is or¬ 
dered that an order of arrest Issue 
herein against all parties at work upon 
mild Gaiety Theater building, and that 
said Oscar Dunn, Kamerer and all 
other person# be forthwith brought be¬ 
fore this court to answer for contempt 
of Its order entered herein. Said or^ 
drr of arrest to be directed to and to 
be executed by the sheriff of Jefferson 
county or any peace officer of this 
Commonwealth." 

"THOMAS R GORDON. Judge." 
Mr Mueller, armed with the follow¬ 
ing order, then went back:

Bring In Hla Body. 

The Commonwealth of Kentucky— 
To the Sheriff of Jefferson County, 
Greeting: We command you to attach 
all parties found at work upon or in 
the Gaiety Theater building In Louis¬ 
ville, Ky., If they be found, and them 
safely keep, so that you have their 
bodies before the Judge of our Jeffer¬ 
son Circuit Court. Srcond Common 
Pleas division, on the 29th day of May, 
19o9. to answer for a contempt offered 
this court by disregarding Its pr 
and authority In the case of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky, plaintiff, arid 
Marshall Morris and others, defend¬ 
ants, and till# you shall In no wise 
omit, and have then nnd there this 
writ And you will admit Mm to ball 
for hi# apptarance In the sum of 1100. 

Clerk of 
said court, this 29th day of Muv, 
1909.

Mr Mueller found Mr. Carroll en¬ 
gaged In conversation with Arthur Bcn- 
slnger. who greeted the officer In this 
manner; 

"Any peace officer armed with a prop¬ 
er order will lie admitted to the theater 
building, to the exclusion of all others." 

The officers expressed tjwlr ac¬ 
quiescence. Frank Carroll remaining 
at the rear. In case any one should at¬ 
tempt to leave hurriedly from that part 
of the building. Mr Mueller wont 
around to the front with Mr. Bensln- 
gor. The attorney disappeared Into the 
Tyler building saying that he would 
open the front door shortly thereafter. 

Mr Mueller waited for a time, until 
Mr. Benslnger came up. on the outside, 
saying that he was. sorry for the de¬ 
lay, but that the night watchman, who 
has had the keys for the building, was 
missing for the time being and would 
open the doors os soon as he was found. 
• • • 

Were Taking Off the Doors. 

At 3:30 o'clock, nftor waJtlng In vain 
for Mr. Benslnger to return with the 
watchman, the officers decided to make 
their first attack ot» a fireproof door 
that entered the theater from tho alloy 
With chisels and hammers they we»: 
to work taking th# screw# out of the 
hinges. They had been working some 
time and felt sure of succeeding In forc¬ 
ing the door when Owen Tyler, who has 
charge of the property and who own# 
the ground on which It #tands. ap¬ 
peared. Boeing what the representa¬ 
tives of the Jefferson Circuit Court were 
fining Mr. Tyler told them to cease 
their labor#, that he would admit them 
an easier way. Mr. Tyler tbeneui*«.rt 
procured a key and gave tl\e detective# 
entrance. 

Inside the detectives found flve work¬ 
men were engaged getting the stage In 
shape for the season # opening, when¬ 
ever that may be. They wore taken In 
custody and were marched to Judge 
Gordon's court. Judge Gordon was Im¬ 
mediately summoned, and reached court 
soon after the arresting parry.
